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LETTER IX. 


To the Kaimacham. 


T HE preſent War betwixt France and 
'L Spain, however begun, ſeems to be 
carried on by a Principle of Honoxr, rather 
than of Exmity» Theſe two Nations are per- 
fe&t Avntipodesto each other in their Humours, 
yet this Averſion between them, is diſcover'd 
more in Peace than in War. The Queſt of 
Glory has invited many brave Men on both 
Sides into the Field ; and, the Heros {trive to 
conquer each other, by C:vilities rather than 
by Arms. 

Catalonia and Rowſſilion, were the Stages 
of this War, in the Beginning of the Year ; 
where the /Aareſchal de Breze, and the Siewr 
de la Mothe-Houdancourt, combated with all 
the Hardſhips of the Winter, as well as with 
Valiant Enemies. _ The R3gour of the Seaſon 
did not cool the Courage of theſe Generals, 
nor divert ther Reſo/xtion from taking the 
Field. Allthe Country appear'd like a trozen 
Lake, and there was no Place for them to 
encamp, bur in Deep Snows or Ice: yer, 
for all "theſe Diſcouragements , the are- 
ſchal de Breze block'd up Perpignan, a Town 
of - great Strength in Koxſſilron, whilſt the 
Sieur de la Mothe kept the Arrggonians in 
Play, and baff'd the Enterpriſes of the Caſts- 
liens, baving given them two Signal Defeats. 

C Theſe 
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Theſe ſucceſstul Actions of the French Ge- 
xerals, invited the King their Maſter to give 
them a Viſit, being very deſirous to take Per- 
pignan, and ſettle the Afﬀairs of Catalonia. 
He therefore ſends another Army under the 
Command of the Mareſchal de /a Meſleraye, 
which he ſoon tollowed in Perton. 

There was now a generous Envy raiſed be- 
tween ſo many Great Commanders, every one 
{ſtriving to advance himſelf in the King's E- 
{teem by his Services. And the particular 
Merits of the Siexr de /a Mothe, drew a fa- 
vourable Eye on him- The King made him 
HMareſchal of France; the Staff which' is the 
Badge of his Office, being preſented to him 
by the /fareſchal de Breze at Barcelona, to 
the general Satisfaction and Joy as well of the 
Catalonians as.the French. 

This Honour was conterr?d on him, pre- 
ſently after the great Victory obtained over 
the Spaniſh Forces, at Ville-Franche in Ca-« 
talontds 

In the mean while, the /Adareſchal de 
Meſleraye, inveſted the ſtrong Caſtle of Col:- 
oubre, which was ſurrerider'd to him upon 
honourable Terms, by the Adarquis of or- 
tare, General of the Spanih Horſe in Rouſſi- 
lion, and Governoar of that Caſtle. 

The King fluſh'd with Conqueſts and Suc- 
celles, would not ſuffer his Army to lie idle, 
but in good earneſt laid cloſe Siege to Per- 
pignan. 

Yet ſuch was the Generolfity of this Prince, 
that before he tried the Force of his Cones, 

e 
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he ordered the Mareſthal de wy hy to 
ſend a Herald to the Marquis de Flores, Go- 
vernour of the Town, to put him in Mind 
of the great Streights the Befieged werein for 
want of Proviſions, of which his Majeſty 
was not ignorant ; and, that there was no 
Hopes of Relief from the I1arquis de Powar, 
General of the Spaniſh Forces in Arragon, 
there being left alive but a few Companies of 
all his Army, after the great Defeat which 
was.given them near V/le- Franche. 

He offered the Governoxy all fair and good 
Uſage, if he would ſurrender before Things 
came to Extremities; and, to convince him of 
theentire Loſs of the Spani/ Army (to which 
he truſted ) he promiſed Safe Conduct to any 
Officer of the Garriſon as far as Terragonre, 
where lay all the little Remnant of the Arra- 
gonian Army, that ſo he might inform and 
aſſure himſelf of the bad Condition the 'Spa- 
iſh Aﬀairs were in- 

This Favour was received with much Ci- 
vility by the IMargais de Povar, who retur- 
ned Humble Thanks to the King tor fo gene- 
rous a Condeſcention, aſſuring him withal, 
that the Garriſon was not reduced to thoſe 
Streights as was pretended, but that he never- 
theleſs accepted his Majeſty's ſafe Condutt to 
a Meſſenger ; entreating him, that he would 
permit him to go to 1aazza, that fo the King 
of Spain might have Advice of his Circum-

Thou wilt confeſs, Illuſtrioys Kaimacham, 
that it was a great Magnanunity of Spirit

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the King, to grant this Requeſt to an Enemy, 
who might be ſuſpected to delign no more 
in it than gain Time. Yet, he ſent the Meſ- 
ſenger back again, with full Aſſurance of his 
Royal Leave- 

Whilſt this was in Agitation, many other 
Civilities paſs'd between the French and the 
Befieged:; Many Priſoners of Note were ex- 
changed, and all Things ſeem'd ro ſpeak a 
fair Underſtanding between both Parties ; 
when, on a ſudden, the Cannon of the Town 
play 'd furiouſly on the King's 'Quarters, and 
at the ſame Time the Befieged made a vigo- 
rous Sally, attacking a Redowbt which the 
Aareſchal de Meſleraye had raiſed. 

This Contempt of the King's Favour raiſed 
his Choler, and animated the Soldiers with a 
defire of Revenge. All ran to'their Arms, and 

ickly beat back the Befieged. Thus was 
the Face of Afﬀeirs ſuddenly chang'd in the 
Camp-. It was too late now, for the Gover- 
noxr to expect the Courtefie he before abu- 
ſed! However, he ſent two Deputies again, 
to know if the King's Reſolution continued 
to grant Leave to ſend to Maarid, ( for they 
had not as yet ſent. ) 

The Mareſchal de Meſleraye ſent back the 
Deputies with this Anſwer, That if they did 
not engage to ſurrender by a prefix'd Day, and 
give two Hoſtages for Security of their Perfor- 
pw th the King would not grant their Re- 


u 

k This put the Befieged upon deſperate Re- 
ſolutions; they made frequent Sallies, and all 
things tended to Extrenuty. Whilſt 
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Whilſt Matters were in this Poſture, the 
King, by the Advice of his Phyſicians, with- 
drew from the Goa to take the Waters of 
Maine for his Health. This was in the laſt 
Moon, and Perpignan holds out ſtill.

Yearly Stipend ſettled on an approved Ply 
cian, to take Care, that no kind of Phylical 
Plant or Herb be wanting in this Royal Semi- 
nary- Who alfo during the whole Summer, 
is obliged to read a Latin Lecture every. Mor- 
ning, on the Simples there growing ; whalſt 
a- great Auditory of Young Students, with 
Books; Pen and Ink in their Hands, wait. on 
him up and down the Alleys; and writedown 
his Diſcourſe. He that is now employed in this 
Office, is a very. Learned and Ingenious Man ; 
he takes great Pains to make all his Young 
Diſciples perfect Herbalifts ; tor, all the way 
as he paſles along from one Herb to ay 
e 
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he ſtoops down, handles the &-ple, and ex- 
plains his Verbal Deſcription. with his Fingers 


Ends ; giving a molt accurate account of the -- 


minuteſt Difterence between ſuch as ſeem to 
be alike, and demonſtrating to the Eye, that 
thoſe are two diſtin&t Plants, which many

Here I ſpend many a ſolitary Hour, 
and ſometime I meet with Company- 

I tell thee, Dear Haly, that though the 
French are naturally the moſt poliſhed and * 


refined People in the World, yet I am ma- 
ny times willing'to make Excuſes, and leave 
their Society ; being by the Forcc of a power- 


ful Inclination either drawn to this Garden, or 
to a famous Library in this City, in the Cuſto- 
dy of certain Religious rey, who at cer- 
tain Hours of the Day, are obliged to give 
Attendance to all Gentlemen, who are pleaſed - 
to fit there and ſtudy. . 

Towacd the Evening viſit the Hoſpitals, 
which are the fineſt that ever I ſfaw-1n the 
World, and I believe the beſt govern'd. There 
1s one named, the Hoſpital of God, where Per- 
ſons of Qwality themſelves, and thoſe of the 
Firſt Rank, come every Evening, and wait 
on the fick and the wounded, doing all wo 

meane

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meaneſt Offices of Inferior Servants, and 
this with abundance of: Tendernefs and Hu- 
manity. I have ſeen the Niceſt and. Gayeſt 
Ladies of the Court, dreffing the moſt ſqualid 
and putrefied Sores of Wounded Men, not 
ſeeming in the leaſt to be diſguſted” at the 
loathſom Sight and Stench of their Ulcers. 
When one firſt enters the Place, one would 
imagine.it to be a Chamber of Young Jans- 
zaries ; it being a very long and wide Gal- 
lery, with Rows of Beds on both ſides, where- 
in the Sick are diſpoſed according. to the Or- 
der of their coming, or the Nature of their 
Diſeaſe. ' The Curtains of the Beds are all of 
pure white Linen , prettily wrought here 
and there with Flowers of Needle-Work- 
Their Sheets as white as the Curtains ; and 
by each Bed ftands a Baſon of clean Water, 
and a fine Towel lying by it. At the farther 
End of the Gallery, ftands an Altar railed 
in, where the Prieſts perform their Religi- 
ous Myſteries for the Sick- In fine, all Things 
in this Place ſpeakan Exquiſite Decorwm and 
Order, with-a generous Regard to the Health 
and Life of Man. Three of theſe Galleries 
make up the whole Heſþital; and itis as plea» 
fant to me ſometimes to walk up and down 
in them, asin a beautiful Garden. 

Certainly, if any Argument could be of 
Force to recommend Sickneſs as a defirable 
Thing, it muſt be taken from the Circum- 
ſtances of this Hoſpita/, or, an Equivalent 
Ground. I, for my own , have often 
thought, That Death it ſelf would not. be 


formidable 
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formidable amidſt ſo many Ornaments, 
Sweets and Comforts If this - Publick and 
Charitable Regard to the Sick, be an Effect 
of their Religion, I cannot be ſo partial to 
deny it a due Acknowledgment ; but muſt 
own, That Heroick Vertue and Piety 1s to 
be found in an eminent Degree, even among 
the very [fidels. 

Thou wilt pardon me for detaining thee 
ſolong in the Theatre of the Sick and Wound- 
ed, and preſentmg- thee with the Tragical 
Scenes of Mortality ; fince -it 1s thy proper 
Profeſſion, ro converſe with the Infirmiries, 
Diſeaſes and Dolors of Humane Bodies, and 
to be frequently preſent in the Anti-Chambers 
of Death. . 

Suffer me to preſs thee to an Integrity of 
continual Love-and Friendſhip between - us- 
Let not Miſtakes or Miſapprehenſigns, cool 
this generous Aﬀection. It is pity, That 
either the ſpightful Miſrepreſentations of infi- 
nuating Back-biters, or, our own groundleſs 
pp—o_ and Suſpicions, ſhould diſſolve the 

ion of Faithful and Loving Friends. I 
had rather ſuffer a Thouſand ſmall Injuries, 
which I know muſt proceed from Frailty, 
and Humane Neceſſity, than not continue 
to Love where I have once pitch'd my true 
Aﬀe6tion- Nothing but apparent wilful Per- 
fidiouſneſs and Treachery, ought to break the 
facred and inviolable Band- of Friendſhip- 
- Fidelity and Love cover a multitude of leſſer 
Faults. He that breaks with his Friend for 
{mall Errors, diſcovers the Raſhneſs and In-- 

conſtancy - 
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conſtancy,of his Mind, and that his Friend- 
ſhip was never well grounded. For, had he 
been a Wiſe Man, he would either have been 
more flow and cautious in the choice of his 
Friend ; or, having once contracted Friend- 
ſhip, he would not break it again for a leſs 
Crime than manifeſt Diſloyalty. But thou, 
who haſt ever purſued me with all the Of- 
fices of a Generous and Faithful Friend, bear- 
ing with my many Infirmities and Failings, 
doſt not deſerve this Cenſure.

The Extremities to which it was reduc'd, 
haſtened his ro——_ of an EffeQtual Re- 
lief., He ſent Orders to the Marqui/es of 
Terracuſe, of Leganex and Mortare, to raiſe 
the Flower of Arrqgon and Caſtile. - 

The Ficeroy of Naples, furniſhed out a 
Conſiderable Fleet ; it being the Carholick, 
King's Reſolution , either to Succour Per- 
pignan, and raiſe that Siege, or take Barce- 
lona by Way of Rr 

In the mean while, the new AMareſchal de 
ia Mothe, fluſh'd with the late Favour he 
received from his Maſter, the French King, 
and ſpurred on with the Thirſt of Glory, 
entered like a Torrent with his Troops into 
Valentia, which at that time lay naked and 
unguarded. 

The firſt Thing he did, was to ſurprize a 

Convoy of the Marquis of Leganez,, who 
were carryingan Extraordinary Piece of Can- 
non to /iveros. 
The French broke through the Foot, with 
their accuſtomed Fury, and killed more than 
Thirty Horſe, taking as many Priſoners. They 
ſent the Cannon to the Camp at Reowx.

Thy Letter ſpeaks thee 
not a Traveller, thou art a Churleinnot com- 
municating to me thy Adventures and Ob- 
ſervations, in ſo many Countries as thou haſt 
paſs'd through. 

Tellme ſoul, what was the Motive which 
put thee upon ſuch a hazardous Fatigue? Thou 
wert a Man of ue Faith .to truſt thy ſelf ro 
the Condudt of the Per/iar, who invited thee 
along with him. It is a Sign thou haſt a Ro- 
ving Soul, or ele thou wouldſt not upon ſuch 
ealie Terms have abandoned the Company of 
thy Fellow-travellers and Friends, to join thy 
ſelf tqa Stranger, an Enemy- to thy Nation, 
a Heretick.

Itmuſt 
needs be a furprrang oven, to ſee the La- 
dies of the Coxrt frolicking andrevelling in the 
Houſes of Pleaſure without - the City; ſo con- 
trary tothe auſtere Cuſtoms of our Women 
at Conſtantinople. © _ + 

Well! [ will believe thee Chaſt in the midſt 
of Courtezans, ſober in Company. of Drunk- 
ards; aid, that the Spark who pick'd thee up 
at Medina, made no attempts to debauch th 
Vertue ; yet thou canit not blame this Rai- 
lery, whefithoy confidereſt the difſolute Man- 
ners of that Nation- And 1 will tell thee 1n- 
.genuouſly, that I find it very irkſome to ab- 
tain from Wine, in a Country where every 
Body drinks it but my ſelf. 

But, thou giveſt me no Character of thy 
Perſian Friend, or his Quality. He might, 
for ought I know, be ſome Knight Errant, 
and thou his $qire, and fo you rambled to- 
oether up and down Aſia to leek Adventures. 
.For thou art not fo complaiſant as to tell me 
"the Effect of thy Travels. 

Had I been in thy Place, I ſhould have 
made it my Bulineſs, to enquireinto the Laws 
and Religions of thoſe Countries through 
which. I paſs'd- I ſhould havs taken Notice 
of the Strength and Situation of their Cities 
and- Caſtles; Their Manner of Building and 
Fortifications ; The, Diſcipline of their Soul- 
diers; what Navigable Ravers they have, and 
which were the moſt emment Places of Com- 
merce and Traffick.

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When thou wert in the Cort of the Great 
Mogul. it had been worth thy Obſervation, 
to fee the Grandure of this Monarch, who ne. 
ver goes into the Field with leſs than two 
hundred Thouſand Men. Thou ſhouldft have 
remark'd alſo the Uſe the Indians make of E- 
lephants 1n their Battels- It had not been a- 
miſs to have caſt an Eye into their Temples 
in this Country, where thou wouldſt have 
beheld the Execrable Devorions of - theſe 7as- 
laters, who worſhip the Dewi! under hide- 
ous Forms. Burt above all, I ſhould have been 
greedy to ſee the Indian Women throw them- 
felves into the Funeral Pile after their dead 
Husbands. And, before I parted from - the 
Country, I ſhould have ſought the Conver- 
fation of their Gymno/ophiſts or Brachmans, 
Theſe are in fo great Reputation for their 
Wiſdom, SanCtity, and Incorrupt Manners, 
that the greateſt Potentates have Recourſe to 
them in all Difhiculties, as to Divine Oracles. 

China alſo would have afforded thee Mat- 
ter of Qblervation and Remark. 

Theſe People fay of themſelves, that they 
ſee with boch Eyes, the Mahomet ans with one, 
and all the reſt of the World are ſtark blind. 
But in my Opinion, the Chineſes can be but 
pur-blind themſelves, fince they ſee no farther 
than-the Mountains which environ their own 
Country; it not- being permitted to the Sub- 
jects of that Empire to travel. Yet, ro give 
them their due, they are a very Ingentous 
People, envied by all the World for their Art 


in making Porphyry. 1. 
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I ſhould be glad to know, if whilt thou 


wert in this Country, thou ever ſaweſt any of 
thoſe Sailing Wagons, which are ſaid to be 
uſed there- | 

It wonld be very obliging, to ſend me a 
particular Relation of thy Travels theſe three 
Years: Thou wilt not beangry, that I am ſoli- 
citous for thy Good. The End of Travelling, 
is, to gain Experience and Wiſdom- If thou 
haſt attained this, I ſhall rejoice. The defire 
of Knowledge has cauſed many Famous Men 
to rome about the World: This led Pytha- 
goras into Paleſtine and eAigypt. This made 
Platoleave Athens, to goand learn of Archy- 
tas the Philoſopher at Tarentum in Italy. And 
the ſame Motive, carried Apo/lonizes through 
the greateſt part of Azz and Africa. 

Bur, I would not have thee confine thy 
Search to their Meaſures. For they only co- 
veted to know the Myſteries of Nature. Where-

] Sent thee a Letter in the Concluſion of the 

laſt Year, concerning the Dake of Lorrain, 
and the Loſs of his Eſtate: Since which, he 
ſeems ro have loſt himſelf; being Excommu- 
nicated by the Pope, whois to the Chriſtians, 
what our Afts is to true Believers. 

If thou knoweſt not what it is to be Ex- 
communicated by the Pope, I will inform thee 
in few Words. 

Thoſe who lie under this Cenſure, are for- 
bid to enter into any of their Churches, or in 
the leaſt to partake of what they eſteem Hoh. 
All Chriftians, are commanded to ſhun their 
Company ; they are eſteemed as bad as He- 
reticks; baniſh'd humane Society, and given 
over to the Dev:!. 

The Occaſion of paſſing this ſo ſevere a 
Sentence on a Sovereign Prince, thou wilt 
imagine was great; and yet, it was onely 
for putting away his firſt Wife, and marrying 
another. A Thing commonly praftiſed all b- 
ver the Eaſt. - Should our A4#fti's have the 
ſame Power, there would be but few J1uſul- 
men 1n the Sacred Moſques. 

But, theſe I»figels call Marriage a Great 
Sacrament, and eſteem it as violated wits 
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Man repudiates his Wite ; Divorces being not 
allowed in any Part of Chri/tendom, unlets in 
Caſe of Advltery. 

People talk variouſly of the yy Cenſure. 
Thoſe who favour the Comnteſs of Cantecroix, 
murmur at the Excommunication , calling 
it, A Breach of Privileges, an arheard of 
Innovation, an Attempt upon the Life of the 
Prince They add alto, that hegught fir{t 
to have been cited, and his Cauſe:htard by the 
Court, according to the Canons and Decrees of 
Conncils. : 

On the other Hand, there are who juſtifie 
this Proceeding of the Pope, and accuſe the 
Dake of barbarous Ingratitude, tor leaving his 
Lawful Wite, by whom he got his Eftate;

However, the Dake of Lorrain has pub- 
Iiſh'd a Proteftation againſt the Pope's Pro- 
ceedings, and cauſed his Procarator General to 
do the like ; writing Letters alſo to the Preſs- 
dents and Connſellours of the Sovereign Court 
of Lorrain and Barois, commanding them 
not to.take any Notice of the Pope's Cenſure ; 
it being aually null and void, becauſe con- 
trary to the Fundamental Laws of the Church. 

It is to be obſerved here, that this Excom- * 
er Ton Prince in o_ | Cn of his 

roteſt, appeals nevert to the Sovere! 
Biſhop, when he ſhall be berter mh, 
ſtill profefſing an Eternal Obedience to the 
Church. 

It is a ſtrange unaccountable Power, the 
Popes of ns over Emperoxrs and Prin- 
D 3 ces, 
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ces, In his publick Letters, Briefs or Patents, 
he tiles himſelf, the Servant of the Servants 
of God; yet, in his Actions,- he aſſumes a $9. 
mereienty over Kings, calling all the Princes 
in Chri/tendom, his Sons, and chaſtifing them. 
as ſich, when he fees Occaſion. All this pro- 
ceeds from the Difference they make berween 
the Temporal and the Spiritual Sword. So, 
that when their Forces have been Routed, the 
City of Rome fack'd, and themſelves taken 
Priſoners by the Force of the former; yet 
they have at the ſame Time, by the Dint of 
the latter, ſubdued their Conquerours, and in 
the midſt of Captivity cclebrated a Triumph.

the moſt Formidable Difficulties, to lay Em- 
pires, Kingaoms and States at the Feet of our 
Vitftorions Sultan 

I have received a particular *Account from 
Nathan Ben Saddi, of the taking of that 
City. He tells me, That at the __ -

thoſe great Preparations, which were making 
by Land and Sea againſt it; the Inhabitants 
being denied the Protection of the Ioſcovites, 
which was their 'fole Refuge in this Extre- 
mity, abandoned the Town, carrying with 
them their Goods, and demoliſhing their 
Houſes, fo that there was but ſmall Prey left 
for our Soldiers.

$ OU haſtno Reaſon to repine at the- 
Exchange of thy Government, though 
thy preſent Power be circumſcribed within 
narrower Limits than it was in e/Zgypt. That 
Granary of the World, never afforded thee 
ſuch a Harveſt of Laurels as thou haſt reaped . 
on the Banks of the Black-Sea. The Con- 
queſt of A/ac has loaded thee with Honours, 
and the Moderation thou haſt in the midſt 
of Triumphs, has captivated greater Numbers 
of the Coſſacks, than. could the Dint of thy 
Cymetar. Though the Foundations of King- 
doms are laid in Blood, yet the Superſtructure 
1s cemented with Clemency ; and, the Roman 
Cafers, by timely ſheathing their Swords, 
faſtned to their Empire, the Provinces they 
had won by drawing them.

But they ſay, 
the Method thou haſt taken, to ſweeten the 
Calamities of the Coſſachks, and invite them 
back to their abandoned Habitations, has 
ſome reſemblance with the Condu&t of Selim, 
a General of Orchanes's Army ; who, after 
he had taken the City of Pra/ſa, forbid his 
Soldiers, on pain of Death, to touch the 
Goods of the Inhabitants, or commit any 
Infolent Action. The Moderation of this 
Conqueror , not only rendred the Citizens 
eafie, and willing to ſubmit to their New 
Lord; but, the Fame of it {; _ abroad, 
he with little Bloodſhed ned the ad- 
joining Countrys under SubjeCtion. 

It is reported of the Great and Viftorious 
Saladine, That he took more Pleaſure in 
winning the Hearts of his Enemies, than in 
conquering their Perſons. This Prince had a 
Saying very common in his Mouth, 7hat he 
aid the Office of a Barber and Garainer, ſha- 
ving the Superfluities, and pruning the Ex- 
ec. Ya: th of Overgrown Kingdoms and States, 
not deſtroying them Root and Branch. 'Tis 
certain, he endeavoured in all his Conqueſts 
to mollify the Averfion of his Enemies, by 
Acts of Generoſity. 

Thou wilt expect ſome News from a Man 
in my Poſt, and I cannot entertain thee with 
more agreeable Intelligence, than what is the 
common Theme of Diſcourſe at this Time. 

Eaward, Duke of Parma, has entered into 
the Pope*s Territories with Three hog -r 

elect - 
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ſelect Horſe, where he marches Dragooning 
up and down the Country, bringing Terror 
and Confuſion where-ever he comes. He 
Conquers without drawing his Sword , the 
Pope's Army flying before him. 

This Prince 1s by Nature very Fierce and 
Adtive, and has a peculiar Gift of obliging 
his Souldiers, by treating them with a frank, 
affable Carriage, free from the ſtately Reſer- 
vedneſfs to which Men in Authority are accu- 
ſtomed. By this Deportment, he has inſen- 
fibly ſtole their AﬀeCtions ; they are ready 
to follow him all over the World. | 

When the Princes of Italy fall out with one 
another, they generally e the Frenchand 
the Spaniards mn the Quarrel But the Dake 
of Parma, refuſed the Aﬀiftance which the 
former profer'd him of Two Thouſand Men, 
a they might be diſpoſed in Garriſons; 

e was Jealous, leſt the French delign'd to 
play their old Game ; and,that when they were 
once Houſed. in his Cities and trong Holds, 
it would be difficult to Unkennel them. 

He has a new way of winning Towns, car- 
rying with him neither Infantry, Cannon, 
Ammunition ,- nor any other Proviſion ,ne- 
| to a Campaign. Yet, when he ap- 
proached towards Smola in his Road to 'Bo- 
logna, the Governour ſent the Keys of the 
Town to him in his March ; which he made 
no other uſe of, than to give his Troops 2 
Paſlage through the Place, reſigning them up: 
again. By theſe Noble Acts, he paved him- 
felt an calie Way through the + Selefeaick 
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State; his Agmy being furniſhed with Vi- 
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AFuals in Abtindance, without Plunder or In- 
ſolency. ] 

The firſt Occafion of this Quarrel, pro- 
ceeded from ſome Contempts put upon the _ 
Prince of Parma at the Conrt of Rome, by 
the Nephews of Pope Vrban. And, the Dit- 
guſts have fince been improved to thatHeight, 
as to Engage the State of Venice, the Grand 
Duke of Tuſcany, the Dake of Modena, and 
other Princes, in the Care of the General In- 
tereſt of Italy. ; 

They proceed with Mediations and Qver- 


tures of Peace in one Hand, while the Sword 


is brandiſh'd with the. other ; amuzing one 
another with Treaties to gain Time. The 
Loſs of Caſtro, a ſtrong Town on the Borders 
of the Ecclefiaſtick State, ſpurs onthe Dake 
of Parma to Revenge himfelf on the Barbe- 
rims; while the Repwblick of Venice, ſtrives 
to mitigate his Fierceneſs, and accommodate 
Afﬀairs, eſpouſing his Cauſe, but fearful of his 
Raſhneſs, leſt his impetuous Humour ſheuld 
carry him to the Walls 'of Rowe, and bring 
things to Extremities- For, all the Princes 
in [taly profeſs an Inviolate Obedience to the 
Pope, who ſeems to'Inherir the Authority of 
the Ancient Roman Emperonrs. +. 

Thou maiſt comprehend by what I have 
faid, how eafie it were at ſuch of eee 
( when all the Principalities in Ttaly are ( as 
it were) disjointed ) to bring them under the 
Yoke of a Foreign Power. This is what the 
Spaniards and French have for a long _ 

n 
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been nibling at : and, whereof the Rebablich 
of Yenice are ſo Jealous, that thty never fide 
with one Party to the Ruine of another, but 
endeavour to keep all the Intereſts of tay in 
an mibrinam, till they are Reconciled 
and United, leſt the Party which finds it ſelf 
moſt weakned , ſhould feek the Protection 
of one of thoſe Potent Crowns; who would 
not fail to ſtrike two ſtrokes for themſelves, ' 
if they are deſired to ſtrike one for the Op- 
prefled alan. 

The Chriſtians call Italy, the Garden of Em- 
rope 3 and, if the Allufon may hold, the - 
King of Spain has poſleſfſed himſelf of two :

Theſe wicked Wretches alſo, walk up and 
down in theſe Sacred Places, talking of their 
Common Afﬀeairs, as though they were on the 
Exchange, or in the arhbet-Place. 

But, that which is to be had in greateſt A- 
bomination, is, that it is common tor Men to 
make Love to the Women in Charches : They 
preſent themſelves before the A/tars , but, 
the Saizt whom they Invocate, is ſome 
beautiful Female. She engrofles all their De- 
votlons ; to her they make their Vows. The 
amorous Youth adores his Miſtreſs that kneels 

by him, laden perhaps with more Sins than 
himſelf, His Eyes may be fixed on the A: 
tar, or, on the Pictures and Images, but his 
Tongue Addreſſes to the more Charming 
Idol near him : Or, if his Eyes are attentive 
on his Prayer-Boock, he teaches it to ſpeak 
nothing bur the ſoft and effeminate Things 
of Love. Thus, Afſignations of L/? , are 
made in the Howſe of Prayer; and the Af- 
fairs of Cxpid, managed under the Maſque 
of Religion, They Fight the Battels of Ye- 
1m, 
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»#5, under the Banner of their Go. 

I tell thee, Venerable Interpreter of the Di- 
vine Law, that the Sight of theſe Things has 
ſometimes enflamed my Zeal to that Height, 
as had it not been for an earneſt Defire to do 
ſome extraordinary Service to the Grand Si- 


gnior (which obliged me to take Care of my 


{elf ) I ſhould certainly have transfixt theſe 
prophane Mockers of God on the Spot, and 
Sacrificed them to a Zeal, which thou, who 
art Piety it felt, wouldſt not, 1 believe, re- 
prehend. 

I fold my Arms, moſt Venerable Sovereign 
of Religion, and wrapping my ſelf in pro- 
ound Humily, I fall proſtrate to the Earth ; 
begging thy effetual Bleſſing and Intercetfion, 
that I may beadmitted into the Number of the 
Happy in Paradiſe.

Ir is not eatie tor a Mun that fits 
in his Chamber in Paris, to pry into the 
Cabinets of Fireigs Conrts: Yer, I will com- 


municatez to- thee ſome Intellizences, which. 


thou couldſt not learn trom the Eng/i/p Em- 
baſſador at ti'z Port, nor from all the Tras 
vellours of that Nation, reſiding at Conſtants. 
zople, Smyraa ard Aleppo. 

There is a Few whom they call De Lopez, a 
Confidentand Emifſary of Carainal Richlien, 
whom he employs both at Home and Abroad 
in ſeveral private Negotiations and Intrigues. 
E have infinuated into this Man's Familiarity, 
and (if I may fo expreſs it) I have Riveted 
my ſelf into his Heart. He treats me with 
an Aflurince void of Jealouſie; and, there 1s 
no Folding or Angle in his Breait, which I do 
not eafily penetrate. I make uſe of him, as 
an Optick, through which I peep into. the 
Cardinal's Secrets, and, as a Mirrour, in which 
I behold the true Face of many diſguiſed Af- 
fairs, tranſacted in the remoteſt Corners of 

Enrope ; 
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Europe ; there being hardly any thing of mo- 
ment done in the Coxrts of Chriſtian Princes, 
wherein the Carainal has riot a Finger. He 
ſeems to be the Gezizs or Soul of Chriſtendom, 
communicating Motion, Activity, and Hear, 
to all the Grand Intrigues now on Foot 1 
theſe Yeſtera Parts of the World. 

The Commotions of England, ſeem to be a 
complicated Diſtemper ct the State, ariling 
from ſeveral Caſes, drawn to a Head by the 
d&xtrous Artihce of this Baſre Spirit. The 
Preſent King of that ſlana, came to the 
Crown with no {mall Diſadvantages; his Fa- 
ther having Exhautted the Treaſary, and letr 
him deeply in Dzbt. He had no ſmall Number 
of the Blood-Royzal co maintain ; which kind 
of Charges,thou knowelt, our Glorious Sultans, 
though they be Maſters of infinite Riches, 
endeavour toavoid, by Marrying their Daugh- 
ters and Nieces, whilit yet Infants, to ſome of 
the moſt Potent and Wealthy Baſſa's, that fo 
their Port may be kept up, without, burden- 


 1ng the Roya/ Coffers. Bur, the [nfiae! Princes 


are wanting in this frugal Providence. In the 
Reign of. King Fames (this King's Father) 
England lay at Eaſe, {lumbring in the Downy 
Bed of Peace; ſhe wallowed in Pleaſures, 
and had no other LUnhappineſs. but in being 
too Happy. Her AMuence and Idlenefs, at. 
tected the State witha Plethory, The Publick 
Health cannot be long conſerved, without the 
moderate Exerciſe of War. Charles, after the 
Death of the 01d King, being Eſtabliſhed in 
the Throne, committed the Afﬀairs of State, 
E 4 to 
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to the Management of his /41n:i/ters ; never 
examining, his Trea/#ry, nor calling toan Ac- 
count his Officers, but Indulged himſelf. in 
the Pleaſures moſt agreeable to his Youthful 
Genius, He hunted inthe Foreſts, whilſt the 
Granaees, whom he entruſted with his Re- 
venves and the Publick Conduct, had another 
Game to purſis poſt-poning their Maſter's 
Intereit, a::7 144:x of the Nation, to their own 
rivate Avaricee The Favourite Miniſter, 
ield a ſecret Correſpondence with Cardinal 
Richiiea, and, by this means, the Conrt was 
filled with French Penſioners; countenanced 
allo by the Avthoriry of the Laren, who was 
the Daxghrer of France. 

It had been before agreed in the Articles of 
the Marriage, that the Lycen of England 
ſhould have a prefixed Number of French. 
Servants: But they, not content with their 
Domeſlick Employments, and Attendance 
on her Perſon, ſought the Management of that 
Eſtate, which King Charles had ſetled on her 
as a Dowry, This would by no means agree 
with the Conſtitutions of the Eng/s/9. That 
Iſland is a Little World by it ſelf; and, the In- 
habitants boaſt of an Original Freedom of 
Birth, which is not ſo much as dreamt of in 
all the Dominions of our Invixcible Sultans. 
"Though the Enz//Þ have ſeveral Times been 
Invaded and Subdued, by the Saxons, Danes, 
and French; yet, it has been rather by. Com- 
poſition than Extremity of War : Or, if it 
may be- called a Congueſ#, the Viftors have 
been forced to yield ro the Vanquiſhed, 1n al- 

ſuring 
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ſuring them their Ancient Laws, Privileges 
and Cuſtoms. There is no Nation in the 
World, more jealous of this their pretended 
Birthright-And therefore toavoid all Occaſions 
of giving Offence to the Nobles and Gentry, 
the King perceiving the infolent Demands and 
Carriage of the Frezch Comrtiers, commanded 
them all, ſavea few Creatures of the Favoxrire 
Dake, to depart the Kingdom. This much 
diſguſted the Qxeen; and Cardinal Richliew 
was glad of the Opportunity to incenſe the 
King of France. Lewis was netled at the 
Aﬀront offered to his Siſter. Yet, by the 
Dexterity of the are/chal Baſſompierre, his 
Embaſſador at the Engliſh Court, Things were" 
in a way of Accommodation ; when all was 
quaſh'd by the Seizure which the French made” 
of ſeveral Engliſh Ships ; and ſo a War com- 
menced, far more fatal in its Conſequences to 
England than to France. 

The King of England rouzed from his Plea- 
{ures and Divertiſements, by the Preparations 
of his Potent Neighbour, began ro look about 
him, and conſult the Publick Safety. Bur, 
when he examined his Treaſary, he found it 
empty, or, at. leaſt, at a very low Ebb. 

Behold - here, Supreme Baſſa, a ſtroke of 
Deftiny, a Concurrence of Cauſes, ſeeming 
remote and ſmall in their firft Appearance ; 
but, in their Proceſs, uniting and involving 


- that Kingdom in Ruine. 


Charles could not carry on a War with' 
France, without asking Aid of the Sovereign 
Divan ( which they call the Parliament ;) 
E 5 ot 
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of that Nation.. It is a Senate compoſed of 
above Seven hundred of the Nobility and 
Gentry of the Land. Theſe have the Power 
to make Laws, raiſe Taxes, and redreſs the 
Grievances of the Kingdom. It was an 1ll 
Seaſon to ask the Afiiſtance of his Subjetts, 
who had already conceived an Averfion for. 
the Royal Dignity. However, a Mighty Fleet 
was order d to be Rigg d and Mann'd out- Car- 
dinal Richlieu, from afar, beheld the approach- 
ing Storm, and knew not how to divert it 
from falling on France, but by Corrupting 
the Engliſh Favourite, De Lopee,, from whom 
I received this Intelligence, was employed in 
the Aﬀair; he was ſent to London, which is the 
Metropolis of England, and the Place awhere 

the wa”. uſually keeps his Cort. It was an 

Expenſ1v 

Forty Thouſand Dollars, which is equivalent 

to Three Millions and Two Hundred Thou- 

ſand of our Aſffers. * With this vaſt Bribe, he 

Proſelyted the Favorite Dake to the Intereſt 

of France. The Engliſh Navy conſiſted of 

an Hundred and Fifty Sail, having alſo Twelve 

Thouſand Land-Men on Board. It was agreed 

between them, that the Engliſh Armiſter 

ſhould procure himſelt ro be made Aamiral of 

theſe Marize Forces. His Indulgent Maſter, 

could deny nothing to the Man whom he had 

entruſted with the Sway of the Government. 

. Now the King of France might ſleep at quiet, 
lince the Eng!i/þ Ships failed with a French 

Wind. They landed upon the 1ſand of Ree, 

but their Actions were altogether Theatrical ; 

a mere 


e Negotiation, and coſt the Cardinal” 
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a mere ſhew of War, without any real Exe- 
cution» The Eneli/þ General, maniteltly 0- 
mitting the proper Methods, and favourable 
Opportunities of winning that ſand : His 
Conduct ſpeaking, as if he came there rather 
to Complement than to Fight. 

Theſe Things made a harſh ſound in Eng- 
land, and the Nobles refented ill the double- 
dealing of the Daze of Buckingham (ſo was 
the Exeli/h General call'd.) In fine, the bad 
Succes of their Forces, the Expences they had 
been at, and the Difprace they ſuffered in 
this War, (Four and Forty of their Colonrs 
being carried to Parzs, and hung up in the 
Chiet Temple of this City, as Trophies of the 
Freach Victory) incenſed the Generality of 
the Engliſh Nation againſt the King and the 
Government; they began to accuſe him in 
their Cabals, of Male- Adminiſtration ; and, 
the Favourite Dxke wasa while after-ſtabbed 
by a Rufhan, whom rhe Malecontents had 
hired to execure their Revenge. 

The AﬀeCGtions of the ZExg/i/h, appeared 
every day more and more alienated from the 
King, And Cardinal Richlien had there his 
Agents, who were not wantiug.to foment 
the Publick Diſcontents, and by divers Arti- 
fices to draw the Credulous People into Fa- 
Rions, The French Penſioners were inſtruted 
to deport themſelves in a Manner every way 
offenſive to the Nation. Black and threat- 
ning Clouds ſeemed to hang over the-Conrt of 
England, exhaled from the ill Blood of the 
Subjefts. The Royal Dignity went Retro- 
orade; 
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Luftre of the Crown. Yet, there paſſed ſome 
* Years, before Things came to Extremities ; 
and, Matters though ripened, yet were not 
brought to an open Rupture, till Scotland 
lanced the Sore. 


This Nation 1s ſubject to the Crown of 


England, and makes one Halt of the. lard of. 
' Great Þrittain. They are a Warlike People, 
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patient of Labour, accuſtomed to the Rigour.. 


of an Extreme Cold Clhmate, great Travel- 
lours, Subtle, Proud and Inconitant. 


After that which ſome call Hereſie, others. 
a_Reformation, had begun to alienate many, 


Kingdoms. and Provinces from the Roman. 
Church ; the Scots greedy of Novelties, and 
{purred on by the Ambitious Pretexts of one. 
of their Grandees ( who under the Mask of 
Religion ſought the Crown ) introduced In- 
novations into their Church. They ſhook off 


at once all' their Obedience to the Pope, and. ' 


ſet up ſuch a Form of Religions Diſcipline, as 
was altogether Antimonarchical;- and, their 


Preachers ceaſed not to inſtill into the Hearts 


of the People, Demecratick Principles. Thus 
continued Afﬀairs, till King Charles, not in- 
ſenſible of theſe Things, and willing to new- 
Model that Charch, they took up Arms a- 
gainſt him, knowing that he would not be 
able to raiſe Forces to chaſtiſe them, with- 
out calling a Parliament. The Parlkament 
of England, was at that time full. of Scoti/þ 
Proſelytes, Men .of Seditious and Tarbalent 
Principles; fo, that the King was like to _— 
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but little Favour among them. However, 
by the Aſſiſtance of ſome Loyal Nobe/s and 
Gentlemen, he marches. into Scoti/and at the 
Head of an Army. Not a Blow was ſtruck 
on either Side; but all Differences were com- 
poſed, and huſh'd up by a Treaty. Yet, ſoon 
after, the Scots entred into Eng/and with an 
Army, being underhand invited in by their 
Partizans in England. The King is a Second 
Time forced to throw himſelf upon his Par- 
liament for _ ; but they, inſteadof.grant- 
ing him any, fell to examining his paſt Con- 
duct, complaining and defiring a Redreſs of 
ſeveral Irregularities in his Adminiſtration. 
There were thoſe who failed not to put in Ex- 
. ecution, the Deſigns and Inſtruftions of Car- 
dinal Richlien; he had his Agents up and 
down the. Kingdom, who infinuated [ealou- 
fies and Heart-burnings into the Gentry and 
People of the Land. The King was repre- 
ſented every where. as a. Tyrant, and all his 
Actions were miſconſtrued. 

Signior Roſſetti, the. Pope's Nuntio at the 
Engliſh Court, beſide his Inftruftions from 
the Roman Pontiff, held a ſtrict Intelligence 
with the Cardinal.” His Buſlinefs at this 
Court, was publickly to the Queen (who pro- 
feſled an Obedience to the See of Rome) but 
privately he was order?d to Negotiate an Ac- 
commodation between the Roman and Eng- 
liſh Churches. Cardinal Richlies thought to 
ſtrike two Marks with one Blow, that is, to 
embroil the State of England, and procure 
himſelf the greater Eſteem with the _ 

onrt, 
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Court. He appears very Zealous for the Cons 
verſion of England; and, in order to it, al 
lows a Conſiderable Penſion to S;gn:0r Rofe 
fetti: Inſtructing him withal, to ſhew his ut 
moſt Dexterity, in gaining the Coxrtiers ayd 
Granates of that Nation to his Side. 
-He knew the Genizs of the Eng/i/; and, 
that thete was nothing ſo offenfive to that 
Nation, as the. Papa/ Power and Religion. 
Wherefore, De Lopez was order'd to pay $i. 
gnior Roſſetti vaſt Sams of Money, that fo 
there might be nothing wanting to Proſelyte 
the Conrtiers; knowing that they would a& 
inſolently, and diſguſt the Prote/tavts, and (6 
encreaſe the Publick Averſion for the Regal 
Authority. There was alſo another Agent at- 
the Engli/Þ Court, who was Secretary to Car- 
dinal Barbarini, a Man no leſs Induſtrious- 
than the other, ih advancing the Roman Inte- 
reſt. He held a ſtrict Correſpondence with 
ſome of the Chief Miniſters, eſpecially with 
the Principal Secretaryof State. Whilſt theſe- 
were doing their Maſter's Buſineſs at the 
Conrt, . there wete others no leſs Attive in 
the City, where they endeavoured to create 
a Party and raiſe Factions, infinuating them- 
ſelves into the Acquaintance of the moſt e-: 
-minent Merchants and other Cirizens; re- 
preſenting to them, the Dangerous Conſe- 
quences of S$ignior Roſetti's Refidence at the 
Cort ; glancing at every Thing which look'd 
like a falſe Step in the King's Condu6t; a- 
larming them with Fears and Apprehenfions 
of being ſubjeCted to a Foreien Power; __ 
uſing 
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lng all their Arts to nouriſh Poplar Diſlh- 
isfaction- 

The Scots, about this Time, made another 
Incurſion into England. A Parliament was 
called, but no Good done. The K:ng's Ne- 
ceffities, made them grow High in their De- 
mands and Carriage, and all things tended to 
a General DefeCtion. 

A while after, the 7-i/þ revolted, and maſ- 
facred above a Hundred Thouſand Exgi/þ. 
The King is accuſcd for being Privy to it ;-Tu- 
mults are raiſed, who, in threatning manner, 
ſeem'd to beftege the Royal Palaces, calling 
out for Juſtice; not much unlike the Sedition 
of our 7anizaries, when they are: diſpleaſed 


- with the Conduct of our Glorious Sultans, or 


his Prime Miniſters of State. 

In tine, the Miſunderſtandings between the 
King and the Par/iament grew to that Height, 
as induced the King to withdraw from the 
Capital City, about the Beginning of this 
Year. And, in the following Afoon, he ſent 
the Qucen with her Daughter into Holland, 
that they might paſs away the time in the 
Court of the Priace of Orange, till this Storm 
was blown over. 

In the Interim, the King ſends Letters to 
the Parliament, periwading them to conſult 
the Publick Peace; -but all was to no purpoſe; 
they ſeize upon all the Strong Holds and Ca- 
ftles they could; ſo that, when the King came 
to one of his Garriſon'd Towns, the Gates 
were ſhut againſt him, and he was denied 
Entrance by the Governexr.. The PR 
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liſts an Army, and the King ſet up his Royal. 
S$tanaard in the laft Ifoon. Since which, there 
has been nothing of A&tion between them, 
but the Armies are drawing near each other: 

I will inform thee of all Particulars, as they 
come to my Knowledge. But the Packer. 
Boats from the Nand, come not ſo frequenly 
during the Diſturbance, as they have done 
formerly. 

I beſeech the Creator of all things, to de- 
fend our Þrvincible Sultan, from the Seditious 
Pra&tices of his Subjefs; and make thee In- 
ftrumental, to. eſtabliſh and aggrandize-the

This Sacred Piece of Antiquity I have ſeen at 
Medina, where *tis repoſited in the Charcel 
of the Babylonian Caliphs, I have honourd 
it with a Pious Veneration ; but, much grea- 
ter is my Regard to thee, who art a Living 
Reliqueof that 1{/trious Houſe.

Patrons; but, he has highly Improyed 
the Theory, His Reafons for it, have almoſt 
the Force of Mathematical Demonſtrations, 
and, nothing ſeems to oppoſe him, bur the 
Authority of /es.and the Hebrew Scriptures, 
The Chri/tians will not approve of any Phi. 
Hoap'y, which interferes with that which they 
call the. Bible ; and yet their Practice, gives 
a perpetual Lye to the Contents of that Books. 
Surely, there is no Envy in the Dezty; and, 
He that is Omniſcieat, will not puniſh Men 
for improving their Knowledge. The wy 
of Natere, is full of Innocent Delights; and, 
he that gave to Man an Appetite of Science, 
has not forbid him to gratifie it with its pr 
Objects: Nor can I ſee how this New Philo- 
ſophy, contradifts any more than the bare 
Letter of their Bible, (for, I have read it in 
ſeveral Languages;) And, the Fews, who are 
the Guardians of the Original Hebrew, allow 
a Cabaliſtica[Interpretation far different from 
the Literal: So does the Arabian Prince and 
Philoſopher, Avicen, Interpret thoſe Verlſicles 
in our Holy Alcoran, ( which treat of Para- 
aiſe ) in a Sence far more refined than the 
Letter ſeems to. import. In reading ſuch 
Myſterious Books, it is neceſſary to practiſe a 
Learned Chymi/ſtry, to ſublimate the groſs ex- 
ternal Sence of the Words, and to extract the 
Spirit and Soul of the Diſcourſe. 

That the Sun is the Center of this our Pla- 
netary 
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netary World, and. that the Earth with the 
Reſt of the Planets move round about it, 1s a 
Theſss which keeps exact Touch with Hu- 
mane Reaſon, and ſeems naturally to ſquare 
with our Intellectual Faculties. Tt ſets all the. 
Wheels of this Great and Wonderful Iachine, 
in a regular and proportionate Circulation. 
It gives the trueſt Account, of the Retrograde 
Motions of the Planets. Ptolomey's Syſtem 
of the World, ſeems to Romance upon the 
Sun, Moon, and Stars,, in aſſigning them 
bourly ſuch prodigious Journeys through the 
Heavens, as are inconſiſtent with the Laws of 
Motion. And Tycho Brahe was but a Botch- 
er, in patching up the Orbs with his Eccer- 
tricks, Epicycles, &c. Theformer, keeps the 
Fixed Stars in anendleſs and unconceivable 
Hurry ; the latter involves the Planets in a 
Heavenly Perplexity, Both come far ſhort 
of Copernicas, that Excellent Aftronomer, who 
by placing the Sun in the Center ofthe World, 
has ſolv'd all the Appearances of Natwre with 
the moſt exa&t Analogy to Truth. Nor is

force, fince it invalidates the Motion of the

Ctrine. It has made me melancholy ſomes 
times, when I have caſt my Eyes upwardg 
to think all thoſe Ample Tratts in the Firma-* 
ment ſhould be void-of Inhabitants, and yep 
(carcea Turt of our Dunghil Earth to be tound: 
withour its Domeſticks. It is demonſtrable” 
to the Eye, that the Moon is an Opake Body: 
like this Globe whereon we tread, having ne 
other Light, but what it borrows from the: 
Sun, ere is the Hereſie then, in ſuppo- 
ſing that it is created for a like uſe? 1 F 
the Sacred Empire of the Mrſſulmans, wi 
not ſtain it felf with ſuch a Barbarous Mur- 
der, as was committed on Vigilizs a certain. 
Chriſtian Biſhop, who was burnt by the De-. 
cree of the Roman Church, for Aſſerting the 
——_— a Truth which all Nationsarenow 
ſenſible of, fince the Improvement - of Navi- 
tion and Traffick- And yet Gal/ens had 
ike to have undergone the ſame Sentence at 
- Kome, within theſe Ten Years, for maintain- 
ing the Earth*s Motion, and that the Sun is- 
the fixed Center of the World; Nothing but - 
his Recantation being ſufficient to have favd 
him, _ Such. Severities choak the Growth of

falem ; for the Ram which Abraham ſacrificed 
inſtead of his Son 7/aac; for the Cow of 
ſes, the Piſmire of Solomon, the Whale whi 
ſaved Jonas, the Raven which fed Elijah, the 
Aſs which rebuked Balaam; and, in General 
for all the Camels which have the Honour to 
carry the Sacred Alcoran to Mecca.

T cannot but admire the Regular Archi- 
tefure of Bees, their Induſtry and Politick 
Oeconomy, vying with the moſt Excellent 
Form and Adminiſtration of Government a- 
mong Men- 'Tis with no leſs Pleaſure I be- 
hold the Spider, when with exquiſite Art ſhe 
builds her Tittle filken Palace, and- lays her 
fine-wrought Trains to catch the unwary Fly. 
"Tis equally Pleaſant and Diverting to obſerve 
the Condutt of the Piſmires, their prudent 
Forecaſt; how they trudge up and down all 
the Summer, to Iay up a ſuffictent Stock of 
Provinder for the barren Winter. There js no 
kind of Bird, four-footed Beaſt or Fiſh, which 
does not confute this Carteſian Hypotheſis. 

It is credibly reported by Porphyry, that in

Who has not heard of the Love which De!- 
phins bear to Men ? Pliny relates a pretty Story 
of a Dolphiz.. that frequented the Lake Lucr:- 
"s 1m [taly, and being often fed from the 
Shore by a certain School-Boy, grew at m_

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fo familiar as to come at a call, We ap 
read of another, who took the Muſician 
rio on his Back (when caft into the Sea by 
cruel Sailers) and carried him fafe to Shore. - 

Can all theſe Attions proceed from mar 
Matter? In my Opinion, *'tis as eafie to de 
fend, That Humane Nature it ſelf is but Mat. 
ter fo and ſo Modifed, and, that all the By

Arragon and Caſtile, and damp'd the Cou- 
rage of thoſe who were aCtually in Arms. 
Whether this was the Effe&t or no, 'tis cer. 
tain, the Dake da Olivarez had ſufficient Rea- 
ſon to be Conſcious, knowing, that the 
Grandees of Spain watched for an Opportu- 
nity to diſlodge him from the King's Breaſt, 
Bur, it is ſtrange, that he ſhould at ſucha 
Time, neglect any thing that might confirm 
him in his Maſter's Favour, as the ſaving of 
Perpiznan muſt needs adone ; all the Succeſſes 
and Miſcarriages of the State, in Peace or War, 
being attributed to the Favourite Miniſter, 
Whcre-ever the Fault lies, I have heard.no 
Man vet condemn the Governor of the Towne 
'Tis faid, he has given all the Marks of a Va- 
hant Souldier, a Prudent Commander, and 
a Faithful Subje&t.

'Tis'faid, the Dage 4' Olivarez, is ſeized 
with a Phrenzy upon the Loſs of this Town, 
or, at leaſt, counterteirs one- I do not aflert 
this as a Truth, Illuſtrious Kaimacham, but 
to ſhew thee, how People are addicted to 
cenſure, not only the Miſcarriages of Great 
Men, but the very Regrets which attend their 
Misfortunes; as it 1t were a Crime in them, 
to mourn for the Calamities which they could 
not prevent.

the Rendezvous of this Army- | 

But, Cardinal Richliew, whom no Secret 
could eſcape, ſoon diſcovered the Plot, and 
acquaints the King with it ; who, forthwith 
cauſed the Conſpirators to be ſeized, impri 
ſoned, and Two of their Heads to be cut off; 
the reſt were pardoned on Conditions of Sur- 
render, and perpetual Baniſhment from the 
King's Preſence- 

This happened much about the Time that 
Perpignan ſurrendred, which was, on the 
Ninth of the Afoon Ribil. 

A little before, the Confſpirators had ſo ob- 
ſcur'd the Carainal's Credit at the Conrt, that 
the King denied him a Viſit, when requeſted, 
in his Sickneſs ; upon which, the Cardind 
withdrew himſelf. Burt, the King was quick. 
1y glad to follow him ; having no other Re- 
uge in the midſt of his Preſſures, but him 
who was Maſter of all the Hearts, both of 
his Subjects and Allies At that time, the 


Connt de Guiſche, was defeated in Flanders, 


and, the Pariſians were apprehenſive, that 
Dom Franciſco de Melo would bring his 
Forces into the Bowels of France. None 
was able to extricate the: King out of fo 


many Troubles , but the Chief Miniſter. 


Thus, by a Fortunate Concurrence of Events, 
the Carainal is reſtored to his Maſter's Favour; 
fees his Foreign Enemies humbled, Perpignan 
taken, and his Domeſtick Foes cut and 
baffled. |

HOU maiſt remember a Letter I 

ſent thee concerning the Death of 

Mary de Meaicrs, Queen- Mother 

and Dowager of France ; wherein 

I alfo ſpoke, of the ſudden Sickneſs of the 
Cardinal of Richlieu, with the Reports, Opi- 
nions, and Prophecies divulged on that Ac- 
count, What Spirit ſoever inſpired thoſe Pro- 
phets, "tis certain, the . Event juſtifies their 
Predictions 
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Predictions. For, the Cardinal dled this 
very Day, being the Fourth of the laſt iy 
mn the Year, at his Palace in this City, being 
notfull Fifty-eight Years of Age. 

I-am not very Credulous of Apparitiong, 
Ghoſts, and ſuch like Themes ot vulgar Sy- 
perſtition: yet, 'tis evident, the 'Cardind 
neither lry:d to ſee the Common New-Tears 
Day, nor the Fitry-eight Year of his Life, as, 
they ſay, the Lxeen's Ghoſt foretold him. 

Some that have been Curious in examining 
his Peazgree, tell me, that his Progenitors were 
allied to one of the Kings of France, How. 
ever, tis certain, that he was deſcended of an 
Ancient and Honourable Family, of above 
Five Hundred Years Standing and Eminence 
in that Kingdcm. 

He had his Education in the Vniver/ty of 
Parts, where he attained the Degree of a Do- 
etor of the Sorbon ; a Dignity much eſteemed 
in France, and moſt Parts of Chriſtendom, 
except in Rove; which Coxrt is ſealous of the 
Sorboniſts, becauſe they have fometimes De- 
creed in Prejudice of rhe Pope's Authority, and 
the Grandeur of the Roman Coxrt. 

After this he was made a B:/hop, then Al- 
moner of France, next Secretary of State, in 
which Station he acquitted himſelf fo happily 
that the King procured himi the Dignity of 
2 Cardinal, There are none of the MMiziſters 
of the Divan but know, that a Carazzal is one 
ot the Princes of the Roman Church. 

During theſe ſeveral Stairs of Preferment, 
he had fignalized his great Abilities, in Nego- | 
tiating 
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tating Aﬀairs of greateſt Moment. Yet, in 
nothing did the Dexterity of his Wit appear 
more, than in reconciling the Miſunderſtan- 
dings between the King and the Queen-17- 
ther. Whereby, he gamed much upon both 
their AﬀeCtions ; ſo that in a little Time, he 
was made the Principal Miniſter of State, 
and Chief Direttor of the Government; having 
2 Guard of Souldiers appointed to attend his 
Perſon. 

Then he was made Szperintendent of the 
Marine Aﬀairs; after this, Generali/ſimo of 
the Armies- So that, he ſeemed to have mc- 
nopoliz'd all Command both in Ch»rch and 

tate, by Seaand Land. 

It was Impoſſible for him to elcape the en- 
vious Eyes of the Grandees ; nay, the Leen. 
Mother her ſelf, who firſt raiſed him, began 
now to grow Jealous of his great Power : 
But eſpecially, the Prizces of the Blood were 
highly offended at him. The Cont of $9;/- 
ſons fomach'd the Indignity the Carainal had 
offer d him, in propoſing the Marriage of his 
Daughter. The Dake of Orleans tuſpetted 
his Deſigns-upon the Regency. Yer, all their 
Confpiracics againſt him proved ineffectual. 
For neither. by Publick Arms, nor Private 
Machinations, could they ever prevail againſt 
the fixed Deſtiny of this Great Miniſter ; 
who, though he had been often attempted 
to be Poiſon'd, Piſtol'd and Stabb'd, yet died 
quietly in his Bed, having a little before re- 
caved a Viſit from the King,

the King, he has made him Heir of his Car- 
fdinal-Palace, in this City, with all the Plate 
and Furniture in it. And, at the laſt Viſit the 
King made him (which wasa little before his 
Death) he preſented him with a Stone worth 
a Hundred Thouſand Crowns of Gold. Upon 
which, *tis diſcourſed, that the King will 
ſettle a Yearly Revenue on a certain Number 
of the Sorbonifts, to celebrate Maſs daily 
for the Cardinals Soul, during the Space of 
One Year, and once a Year afterwards on the 
Day that he died. For, theſe fdels ap- 
proach thus near the 77-4e and Vadefiled Faith, 
n that they have Hopes of Immortality, be- 
lieving the Reſarreftion of the D2ad, and, 
that the Prayers, Alms, and Good Works -of 
the Living, do atone for the Sins of the De- 
parted ; as our Holy Dottors teach, - and, as is 
the _ of the uſalmansthroughout the 
Wortd. 

This Cardinal, was richly endowed by 
Nature, having a firm Intellet, vigorous 
Spirit, quick Apprehenſhon, ſolid Judgment, 

heul Memory, and a moſt prevailing Way 
of Diſcourſe. A Man highly ſerviceable -ro 
his King and Country ; and therefore de- 
ſerving better of the French, than thoſe 
Seandalous Reports and Libels which were

Yet, there wanted not thok 
who ſtrewed Flowers on his Grave, and Pg.

It isnot law.ul 
for me to dictate tro my Sovereign, who is 
the Sole Farage of the Varverſe ; but, permit 
me to gueſs what will be iis Conduct in this 
Aﬀair ( If what I have heard be true.)

When ſhe came to thy 
Age of Sixteen Years, ſhe was married to a 
Spahee, called Griwli Eben Sagran : But, the 
firſt Night, as her Husband was going to Bed 
with her, he fell into a Trance ; wherein, he 
ſaw Paradiſe opened, and the Holy Prophet 
leading Syntana Fiſſa, his Wife, in one of the 
Allies of Exen.

and, that the Duke of Florence has promiſed 
to aſſiſt him with Ships, Men and Money, to- 
wards the Recovery of his Patrimony, 

The French ſpeak of his Father, with much 
Reſpe&, and Compaſſion of his Misfortunes ; 
they ſay, he was deſcended from a Noble 
Captain, which the Renowned Goafrey of Bul- 
foign left in thoſe Parts, when he was enga- 

ed in the Wars of the Holy Land; and, 
that though Facardine wore a Turkiſh Tur- 


bant, yet he had French Bloud in his Veins, 


They tax Amurath with the Violation of his 
Oath, in cauſing him to be ſtrangled, when 
he had ſolemnly ſworn to the contrary» And

Some- 
times the Soul of Man is bright and ſerene, as 
the Orient; at other times wrap d up in Clouds 
and Miſts Then we are as in a Dream, and 
full of Anxiety ; we grope about for Truth, 
and yet ſtumble upon Errors, as in the Depth 
of Night-. So fared it with me, when theſe 
Irfidels afſzulted me with Queſtionsand Cavils 
concerning our Holy Law. I heard them with 
Horrour and Pain, but knew not how to put 
them to Silence. I fled to thee for Succour, 
who art inſtructed in all Knowledge, true 
Heir of the Prophetich Light. Bit, a Ray 
from Heaven has prevented thy Anſwer; and, 
I will communicate to thee my Thoughts-. 

Ged is moſt High, and [comprehenſible ;

Nay, 
what Incongruity. is it to believe, what our 
Holy Doftors teach, That the Angels can ſtride 
from one Star to another ? 

And now I am plunged thus far in the 
Depths of Natare,ſufter me to wade yet deeper, 
Bay, to ſwim in the Abyſs of ſpeculation. I 
will tell thee my Thoughts ; The Works of 
God are Unmeaſurable, and there is no Bound 
or Limit to the Extent of the World ; 'tis high 
as Thought can foar, endleſs as Imagination 

can 
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can travel.. Who can tell, where the Walls 
of Paradiſe are > Or has any one gone the 
Circuit. of the Seventh Heaven ? Magnificent 
is the Fabrick of God, and the Apartments 
thereof are full of Majeſty. The Potentates 
above, are Glorious and Mighty; and, the 
Manſions of Angels, ſurpaſs in Grandeur this 
Vitible World, How great then is the Sta- 
ture of thoſe Angels ? Let not [nfidels deride 
nor think it a Fable; for, the Diſtance be- 


tween the Feet of an Ange/, is many hundred 


Thouſand Miles. They turn the Celeſt:a/ Orbs 
about ( if what the Learned Chriſtians teach, 
out of Ariſtotle and other Old Philoſophers, be 
true, when they aſſign to each Sphere its par- 
ticular Angel or Moving Intelligence.) How 
can this be done, unlels the Angels were Grea- 
ter and Mightier than the Orvs they move ? 
Without all Doubr, the Lefler is moved of 
the Greater, and the Weaker by the Stronger. 
Theſe are Arguments clear and intelligible, 
and ſuch as the »fide/s cannot anſwer. Thus 
ſhall I be able to aſſert the Truth, againft the 
impious ; and to vindicate the glorious Works 
of God ( the Strong and Potent Angels, tx- 
celling in Majeſty and Grandeur, ) from the 
Blaiphemies of the Vncircumciſed,

LETIER IMA. 


To the Kaimacham. 


V HEN Iinformed thee of the Siege 
of Perpignan, I had not heard of 
the Extraordinary Honours which. were done 
to tie Prince of Adorgaes during that Siege. . 
T his Prince, was a Subject of the King of 
Spain, and had in Poſleflion the Town of 
Alonaco. Yer, for ſome diſguſts which he had 
received from the Spaniards, he ſome Years 
ago had thoughts af throwing himſelf 
the Protection of the King of France'; but; 
Difficulties ariſing, it took not effect at that 
Time. However, in the Year 1641. by the 
Dexterity of the Governour of Provence, he 
was ſofar wrought upon, that a French Gat» 
riſon was by his Conniyence put into fonaco, 
and he totally threw off his Qbedience to the 
King of Spain ; and though great Offers were' 
 rpade him by. the Cardinal of Savoy and 0-' 
thers, yer he rejected all; and, to demon-* 
ſtrate to King Philip, That his Soul was aF-- 


rogether. 
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ether French, he ſent him back the Collar 
which was the Badge of his Knighthood, be- 
towed on him in the Spaniſh Court. 

After which, Four Galleys of Naples crui- 
ſing on- the Sea before Yile- Franche, one of 
them by the Order of the Captain failed to 
Monaco, not having heard of the Revolt of 
this Place. The Prince invited the in 
tocome aſhore, and, as ſoon as he was land- 
ed, Threeſcore Frenchmen who lay hid in the 
Boat which carried the Meſlage, boarded the 
Galley with admirable Reſolution, killmg near 
Thirty Spaniards who made Reſiſtance, and 
the reſt yielding, the French took Poſleſlion 
of the Vellel. 

. The Prince failed in this Galley to Xar- 
ſeilles, with his Son, whois dignified with the 
Title of a Marquis; and, raking their Way 
through Provence and Lanzuedoc, came to the 
King of France, while he lay with his Army 
before Perpignan.

ſter. He tryed all means to prevent and y - 
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der his Audience with the ' Pope, and openly 
demanded, that he might be ſent back into 
Portugal with Diſgrace. But, the Siear de 
Fontenay, Ambaſſador. from France, ſupport- 
ed and countenanc'd the Portugueze Miniſter, 
which precipitated the Marquis de Los-Velezs 
to one of the blackeſt Attempts that has ever 
- F ſtaind the Records of Time. 

Thou art not to leatn, that the Per/ons of 
Ambaſſadors are by the Law of Nations e- 
ſteemed Sacred; their Howſes, Santtuaries; 
| and, whatſoever Injury is offered them, is at 

| accounted a Civil Sacrilege, Yet, the 
Spaniſh Ambaſſador finding the Biſhop of La- 
mego (fo was the Portzgueze called) protected 
favoured by the French Intereſt, reſolves 

to leap aver. the Fences which ſecure the Im- 
munities and Safety of his own FunCtion, and 
to violate the Law without which he himſelf 
could not ſleep free from Danger in his Bed:

nificent Sz/t4zs, who ſucceed the Anci 
Emperours of Greece, This Superlative Pow- 
er, the Popes of Rome would not recognize in 
any other but themſelves, being loath to part 
with the Authority they oncepolieſsd: whence” / 
proceeded the Schi/mr between the Two Chu#- 
ches of the Eaſt and Weſt. And; while the 
Patriarchs of the Grecians, ſhelrer d their new 
acquir'd Honour, under "the*Proretion of 
the Emperonrs ; the Popes, pirtly by Artifice' 
and partly by Force, made themfelves Lords 
of Rome and the Adjacent Territories, taking: 
Advantage of the Abſence of the Emperanrs, 
the Pu/il/animity of the Senators, and Diſcord 
of the Citizens. Supported with this Prontely. 
Eftate, they Excommmnicate all 'the' Charches 
which did not ſubmit to them, as" the Sive-. 
mes Prelates of the Chriſtian World ; pub- 
lſhing ſevere Eai#s againſt the Greek Charch, 
and oing every Thing that might confirm: 
the Wotld; in the Belief of their Authetir 
and Grandevy. 'The Potentates ' of Europe; 
fFightned \with: 'the Thunder which the -- 
mas Pontifs uſed; andinduced by other Rex- 
ſons, did. Homage to them, acknowledging ;

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their Sovercign Juriſdiction in the Feſt. Inthis 
Stare they have continued ever ſince, without 
yielding in any Thing to the: Patriarchs of 
Conſt antinople. 

There have been great Endeavours uſed 6 
both Sides, togain their reſpective Ends; and, 
ſeveral General Councils were called, that iz, 
an Aſſembly of the Chiet B:/hops and Dota, 
of-both Charches, to examine and decide the 
Difference.

I» 
fallible, have contradiftedeach other: This Re: 
pealing what That had Decreed, and aThird 

iſannulling that Repeal. The Comncils bes 
leve themmſelves.above the Pope, and the Pope 
exalts himſelf above the Councils, . Sometimes 
they have Two or Three Popes togerher, all 
claiming that, which can be the. Right but 
of One. In fine, they have. involved them- 
. felves in ſuch a Labyrinth of. Diſputes and 
Cavils, and are entangl['d in ſuch /a'Cirelegf 
Abſurdities, that the foberer part of Chrifti- 
41s, begin to queſtion the Authoriry bh 
Popes and Conncils ; Inforuch, as it being;g& 
nerally known, that the laſt — 
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this Kind, was manifeſtly over-ruled by the 
Agents of the Court of Rome, people ſpar'd 
not to- paſs this Jeſt on it, and ſay, That

ſhops, Biſhops and Pariſh-Prieſts, is twiſted 
with that of the Crows ; but, the ALnks and 
Friars are the Creatures of the Pope, and all 
of them together are not maintained with 
leſs Coſt, than the Fourth Part of the Revenues 
of Fraxce, out of which in former Tiuns, 
there went Yearly a Million of Crowns to the 
Comrt of Rome. 

I cannot perceive, wherein conſiſts the Po- 
licy of cheriſhing ſo many Neſts of Spiritual 
Leeches, who ſack the very Blood and Vitals 
of the Nation: One would think, it were 
ſufficiently dreined by the Roya/Cuſtoms, Tax» 
es, and Impofts. | 

Theſe Kings have Monopolizd all the 
Salt of the Kingdom into their own Hands, 
which they compel their Subjects to buy of 
them. at their own Rates. To this End, they 
have Officers in all 'Parts, who vend it for 
them. It looks, as if they took care-to pre- 
ſerve their Subje&s from Corruption, and were 
afraid, leſt they ſhould putrefy alive; there 
being not a Man in all their Dominions, who 
is not obliged ro take the Quantity which the 
Officers Impoſe on him, except in ſome par-= 
ticular Provinces, which for reaſons of State, 
or by Treaty, are exempted. The Revenue 
which ariſes to the King from this Commo- 
dity, amounts to near Three Millions of 
Crowns yearly. He hath Eight Mullions more 

| | coming 
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coming in by. Subſidies, from the Peaſants ; 
belides many particular Impoſts on Fleſh, 
Wine and other Commodities. Yet, he loſes 
a conſiderable Part of his Revenues, by Farm- 
ing them out to his Subjects, or Mortgaging 
them in Time of War for ready Money. He 
has no leſs than Thirty Thouſand Officers, 
that are wholly employed in collecting his 
Revenues, whoſe Penſions and Salaries leſſen 
the King's Income by above half ; ſo that, out 
of Fourſcore Millions of Crowns, which are 
Yearly fqueez'd from the People, ſcarce Thir- 
rom_ come entire into the King's Cot- 
ers. 

Thou wilt wonder at the Improvidence bf 
theſe = ro Kings, and at the ſame time con- 
demn their Tyranny and Injuſtice, who o 
preſs, plunder and ruine thoſe 'that furni 
them with all Neceffaries for Humane Suſte- 
nance, toenrich (not themſelves, but) a Com- 

ny of greedy Caterpillars ; for, fuch, and no 

etter, are thoſe who gather their Revenues. 

It is not ſo-in the Sacred Empire'of the Ot- 
mans, where Faſtice has ereted her Throne, 
and Oppreſ/ton dares not ſhew her Face. 

But, the French ſeem born for Slayery, 
they bear it ſo patiently, without ever aſpiring 
after a Redempcion. The Chriſtians exclaim 
againſt our Faniz.aries, accuſing them of In- 
folence, Oppreſion, Rapine, and all the Vi- 
ces to which a Licznrious Soldiery are uſually 
addicted ; but, theſe are Trifles, to what the 
French Dragoons commit, when quarter'd up- 


on the poor Country-people : they Rob _

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of all they have, praftiling a. Thouſand Vik 
lainies,” to- which : the: Fanizaries.are: wholly: 
Strangers ;- Adulteries paſs: for Gallantry with | 
them; and Rapes are counted but the Exceſs.

Lewis XIII. has alfo left another Brother 
behind him, born of the ſame Mother as him- 
ſelf.

He is but newly come to the Court, 
having been baniſhed for ſome Enterpriſes as 
gainſt his Brother. :

This is a 
Formality uſed all over Chriftendom in ſuch 
Caſes, and ſerves for a D:{gniſe to Hypocrines, 
The French Grandees, make ule of it tomaſque 
their ſeveral Politick Deftigns. * They wear 
Black, the Emblem of Sadneſs, to denote their 
Grief for the Dead Afonarch, and yer they. 
fea!tand revel, to the end they may ſend more 
of the Royal Blood after hime The Matterl 
am going to inform thee of, is Tragical in it 
felt; and had been worſe, but for the Pre- 
vention of Providence. 

Three Days ago, the Princes of the Blood, 
with divers of the Prime Nobility, were invi- 
ted toa Feaſt by the Lxcern's Order. The 
Place where 'twas kept, 1s called the New-Ca- 
ſtle. It isneedleſs for me to deſcribe the Mag- 
nificent Entertainment ; thou mayſt conclude, 
all Things were performed with Great Coſt:

thor till T come ; thereby condemning him, 
to live till the Day of Fademen:. He pretends 
to remember the Apoſtles that lived in thoſe 
Days, and that he himſelf was Baptized by 
one of them ; that he has travelled through 
all the Regions of the World, and fo mult con- 
tinue to be a Vagabond till the M1z/zas ſhall 
return again. They fay, that he heals Dif- 
eaſes, by touching the Party aftected. Divers 
other Miracles, are aſcribed to him by the 
—_— and Superſtitions, But the Learned, 
the Noble, and the Great, cenſure him as a 
Counterfeit or a Madman. Yer there are, 
who afhirm, that 'ris one convincing Argu- 
ment of th? Reality of his Pretence, that he 
has hitherto- eſcaped a Priſon, eſpecially .in 
theſe Countries, where the Authors of all In- 
novations are ſeverely puniſhed. He has e-- 
ſcaped the Inqui/itions at Rome, in Spain, and 
m Portugal, which the Yulgar will have tq be 
an evident Afiracle, 
OneDay I had the Curioſity to Diſcourſe 
with him in ſeveral Languages ; and, I found 
him Maſter of all thoſe that I could ſpeak» 
converſed with him Five or $1x Hours toge- 
ther in 4abick= He told me, that there was 
ſcarce a true Hiſtory to be found. Lake 
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him, what he thought of {ahomer, the Pro- 
phet and Lawgiver of the Muſſulmans ? He 
anſwered, That he knew his Father very 
well, and h4d been often in his Company at 
Ormw in Perſia; That Mahbomet, was a Man 
full of Light and a Divine Spirit, but had his 
Errors as well as other Mortals, and that his 
chiefeſt was, in denying the Cracifixion of the 
Meſſias ; for, ſaid he, I was then preſent, and 
{aw him hang on-the Croſs with theſe Eyes of 
mine, He accusd the MMnſſulmans of Impo- 
fare, in making the World believe, That the 
Tomb of their Prophet, hangs miraculouſly be- 
tween Heaven and Earth, ſaying, That he 
himf{clf had ſeen it, and thar it was builr after 
the manner of other Sepulchres. Thou who 
haſt been at the Holy Place, knoweſt whether 
this be true or falſe. He upbraids the Perſcax 
Mahometans, with Luxury; the Ottomans 
with Tyranny, the Arabians with Robbery, the 
Moors with Craelty, and the Xnſſulmans of 
the Indies with Atheiſm: Nor does he ſpare ' 
to reproach the Chriſtian Churches : He taxes 
the Roman and Grecian with the Pompons L 
dolatry of the Heathens. He accuſes the eA- 
thiopian of Fudaiſm, the Armenian of Hereſie ; 
and ſays, that the Proteſtants, if they would 
hve according to their Profeſſion, would be 
the beſt Chriſtians. 

He told me, he was in Rome, when Nero 
ſet Fire to the City, and ſtood triumphing on 
the Top of a Hill to behold its Flames. Thar 
he faw Sa/adine's Return from his Conquelſts 
mthe Ea, when he causd his Shirt m_ 
CAITIEA . 
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carried on the Top of a Spear, with this 
Proclamation , S$zladine., Lord of many rich 
Countries, Conqueronr of the Eait, ever Vi. 
Etorious and happy, when he dies ſhall have mg 
other Memorial left of all his Glories, bat only- 
this poor Shirt. 

He relates many remarkable Paſlages of 
Solyman the Magnificent, whereof our Hiſto. 
ries are ſilent, and ſays, he was in Conſtants. 
—_ when So/yman built that Royal Moſque, 
which goes by his Name. He knew Tamer- 
lain the Scythian, and told me, that. he was 
ſo calld , becaufe he halted with one Leg: 
He pretendsalſo to have been acquainted with 
Scanderbeg, the Valiant and Fortunate Prince 
of Epirus. He ſeem'd to pity the infup. - 
portable Calamity of Bajazer,. whom he had 
ſeen carried about in a Cage by Tamerlain's 
Order. He accuſes the Scythian, of too Bar- 
barous an Inſult on the Unfortunate Ssltay. 
He remembers the Antient Caliphs of Babylon - 
and-:e/Agypt ; the Empire 'of -the Sarazens ia 
and, the Wars in the Holy Land.. He highly 
extols- the Valour and Conduct .of the Re 
nowned- Godfrey of Bulloizne. He gives an 
accurate Account of the Rite, Progreſs, Eſtas 
bliſhment, and-Subverfion of the Mamalukes 
in egypt. He ſays, he has waſhed himſelt. 
in the Two Head-ſprings of the River Nile, 
which ariſe-in the moſt Southern Part of «Ab 
tbiopia. That its Encreaſe. is occafion'd by. _

They are ſerved 
in the Markets before the King himſelf. If 
any Derviſe of another Oraer defires to come 
into this, he may ; but from this there is no 
Return. They dig a part of their own Graves 
every Day, havin every one a Cell and a 
Garden to himſelf. They converſe with one 
another but once a Week. And if when they 
are walkingin the Cloyſters of their Monaſtery, 
they happen fo ſpy a Stranger, they ſcud a- 
way into their Cells, as Conies into their Holes, 
at the ſight of a Dog. They never taſte of 
Fleſh, and are obliged to pray Eight Hours in 
Four and T wenty. 

This Order has afforded Eminent Scholars 
and Stateſmen ; but now ?tis like to have Men 
of another Character for its Proſelytes ; for, 
ſince the Reſurrection of this ew Prophet, I 
mentioned in the beginning of my Letter, the 
Rabbleare all turning Carthuſrans. 

Thou who art acquainted with the Natufe 
of Ecſtafies and Trances, wilt know what to 
judge of this Man's Raptures. Thegreat Car- 
dan, could fall into them when he ply ; 
and, 
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and I have heard of a Learned Mahbometar 
Derviſe in the Indies, that had the Art of 
with-drawing his Soul from the Body, at 
which times he beheld Divineand Celeſtial 
Things, not by way of Contemplation, but 
real Intuition. We muſt acknowledge theſe 
to be the Favourites of Heaven, Friends of 
Nature , and privy to the Secrets of both 
Worlds. | 

I defire thee, to write me ſome News of my

Lo a Chriſtian as well as thou, and yet1 

. cannot find a Reaſon to live after thy Man- 
ner- Not, that I reprehend thy Choice, but 
I conſult my own Happineſs. I could wil- 
lingly embrace a 4donaſtick Life, were it not 
for the Yow of Obedience. Thoſe of Chaſtity 
and Poverty, are not fo frighttul. But, tobe 
abſolutely reſigned to the Will of a Superiour 
( who may be a Thouſand Times more Vici- 
ous than my ſelf) is far more irk{ome, than 
to bea Slave in Twrky. There, a Man may 
pave himſelf a Way to many 'Enjoyments in 
the midſt of Captivity, and ſweeten his wort 
Condition, with the Hopes of Freedom one 
Time or other. But here I muſt be con- 
demn'd to an everlaſting Servitude, and ſuch 
an one, as renders it a Crime, ſo much as to 
think of Pleaſure, or dream of a Releaſe. I 
muſt be for ever confin'd, to obey one that 
perhaps is not Maſter of- himſelf; ro humour 
all his Caprices ; to give the Lye to that Sence 
and Reathn with which God and Natare 
have endued me : to make Black and White, 
Good and Evil, Reciprocal Terms ; though 
every one knows, they are perfect Contre- 
ditions. In fine, I muſt refolvein _ 
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not excepting my very Thoughts) to be 
uRtcd by kim , Who for ought I know, 
follows no other Guide but his own Irregular 
Paſſions. What will then become of me, af- 
ter ſuch an unreaſonable Forfeiture of my- Na- 
tive Liberty? I will tell thee in one Word; 
from a Rational Creature, I ſhall be changed 
toa Brute; from a Man to a Sot; and, having 
now ſome Sparks of Vertue, I ſhall then be 
made the Rendezvous of all Vice. 

Think not, that I go about to make thee 
hate the Manner of Life thou haſt choſen : 
Though I eſteem thee miſerable, do nor judge 
ſo of thy ſelf. Thou mayſt find, a great deal 
of Pleaſure in that Reſtraint, which ro me 
would be the moſt Inſupporrable Calamity in 
the World: And, it may be as eafie for 
to ſubmic to th? Will of another, as 'tis 
for me ro comply with my Own. I am of 
ſo wavering a Conſtitution, that I cannot with- 
out great Difficulty pleaſe my ſelf, much leſs 
could I be able to humour the Extravagancies; 
of a Soul difterent from Mine. LI have obſer- 
ved, that ſhould I follow the Motions of my- 
own proper Inclination at all Times, I ſhould 
do many Things whereof L might afterwards 
tepent : why may not the Caſe be the ſame, 
or worſe, it I blindly obey.the Will of a Stran« 
ger? Am I ſure, that he is a Good Man? Or, 
if he be {© to Day, how-do I know bur that he 
may be otherwiſe to Morrow 2 Nay, what Se- 
curity can be given me, that if he be a Sane 
this Hour, he wilt not be a Dev:/ the next ; 
fince, the Temper of Man varies as often, and

ſuflers as many Alterations, as the Elements 
do, ont of which he is compounded > Where 
then can be the Reaſon, of giving my {elf 
wholly up to any Man's Diſpoſal all my Life 
Time? Is it not ſufficient to obey the Sove- 
reign Prelate, who commands the whole 
Church, yet impoſes not the DiCtates of his 
own Will as a Law, but governs all Chriſti. 
aus according to the Antient Traditions, Sta- 
ted Canons, and Decrees of the Apoſtles, Fa- 
thers and Comncils? Whereas, thoſe who Pre- 
hde over the Convents of the Religious, many 
Times rule arbitrarily, commanding their Sub. 
jects to do thoſe Things, which are diametri- 
cally oppoſite to the very Fundamental Rules 
of Chriſtianity, and contrary to the Law of 
Nature. The more I think on't, the grearer 
is my Averſion for this private, blind Obedis 
ence. 

Thou wilt fay, that a Regular Life is the 
Way of Perfection. I grant 1t; but cannot a 
Man lead a Reexlar Life, unleſs he be immur'd 
in a Convent? Or be Perfett, if his Mind be 
not ſquar'd to the Retirements of a Cloyſter ? I 
will tell thee my Sentiments freely, and with- 
out a Maſque. The Nature of every Thing, 
is its Perfe&tion : There are Perfect Sinners, 
as well as Perfe&t Saints, Thus we fay, ſuch 
an one 1s a Perfect Drunkard , Fornicator, 
Cheat, Tyrant or the like, I ask thee, Whe- 
ther this ſort of Perfe&tion may not be (I wiſh 
F could fay, is not too often a y) found, 
within the Walls of a Religions Howſe ? On 
the other hand, doſt thou think it impoſſible, 

ro 
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to ind the Perfection of Yertue, in the mix'd 
Life of the World 2? Be not a Cyzich, nor con- 
demn Things whereof thou hatt made no Ex- 
priment- Remember, how many Kings and 
Queens, Princes and Nobles have been Cano- 
wed tor Saints, who in the mid(t of ſo many 
Splendors, kept their Eyes undazled- Whoſe 
Ears, never let in the Blandiſhments of Flat- 
terers, nor the malicious Whiſpers of the En- 
viouss Whoſe Hands were never polluted 
with innocent Blood,nor their Thirft quench'd 
with the Tears of Widows and Orphans. Bur, 
in all Things, they conſerv'd an inviolate Pu- 
rity, Modelty and Integrity of Manners. Theſe 
Perſons, were perfe& in the midit of Imper- 
fettions, and Regular in the Height of Hu- 
mane Diſorders ;. Saiats upon Earth, and Az- 
gels among Men. 

Afſuredly, *risnot impoſſible for a Man (let 
his-Condition. be what it will, Publick or Pri- 
vate, Servile or Free) to condutt himſelfeven- 
ly and by a Rule, through all the 2deanders 
and Mazes of Humane Life. I muſt confels, 
This is very difficult, and all Men have not 
that Divine Art. Few can walk on Pinnacles, 
and riot make falſe Steps ; ſuch is our Life, and 
happy is he that makes the feweſt. Yer, there 
is a Dexterity, with which whoſoever 1s aC- 
quainted, need not go toa fonaſtery, to en- 
quire the way to Bliſs, 

Thou wilr perhaps accuſe me, of too much 
Bluntneſs and ill Manners, in thus Declaim- 
ing againſt that Kind of Life, which thou haſt 


enter'd into, Bur, pardon the Freedom 1 take

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with my Friend ; and reſt ſatisfied, That 
* though I affett not a Recluſe Life my (elf 
yet honour I thoſe, who having once 
themſelves therein, perſevere with Conſtancy; 
from which I ſhall never perſwade thee, or 
any Man to depart.

The French Granadees, have paſsd 
away a whole Year, without giving much 
Trouble or Alarm to the reſt of the World: 
Every one minds hisown Afirs, and all pull 
forward to get neareſt the Queen Regent. 
The Miſund ings between her, and the 
Dake of Orleans, encreaſe daily. And,. this 
divides the Coxrt and City, into: Two Fatt- 
ons, Carainal Hazarini, fees. to wu 
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Man deſtin'd to balance the Authority of both 
Parties He Spins his Fortune, with as fine a 
Thread as his Predecefſor ; being ſenſible, that 
though the Coxrt love him not,. yet they can- 
not fubfiſt wichout him. He Inherits the 4e- 
woirs and Inſtruttions of Cardinal Richliew, 
and his Spirit too, as well as his 1Lniftry ; be- 
ing a Man, of an Invincible Courage, EX= 
quifite Forecaſt. The Greateſt Enemy he has, 
15a Lady of the Court ( for, I will not com- 
pare the Malice of the Dxke of Beaxfort to 
that of Woman) they call her, {adam de 
Cheverenx ; a Perſon of a keen Wit, and-good 
Judgment ; a profeſſed Enemy to all that had 
any ance on Cardinal Richliew. And, 
I could never learn any other Ground of her 
Hatred to Mazarin, but his being the Crea- 
tare of that ſiniſter. | 
The hate King had conceived. an Irrecon- 
cilable Averſion for this Lady, ſuſpeRting her 
to be Inſtrumental in carrying on. a Private 
Correſpondence between his Wife ( the now 
DQueen- Regent ) and the Spaniards. To avoid 
the Conſequences of his Anger, ſhe fled into 
Span, but is- lately returned to this Comr:. 
Tis-faid, the wee received her with all the 
outward Marks of AﬀeCtion at firſt, but ſud- 
denly grew cold and eſtranged,when ſhe bugs 
to attempt againſt Cardinal Mazarini, This 
made the Lady unite her Intereſt with that 
of the. Duke of Beaufort, who very well 
matches her in the Imperiouſneſs of his Tem- 
p, and his Hatred of the Cardinal. They 
th agree in their Endeavours to ruine him ; 
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but, I believe the Female Perſecution to be 
the moſt dangerous. The Dxke has made 
too great a Noiſe, to do any conſiderable Ex- 
ecution on a Man, who has the Wit to conceil 
his Reſentments, and ſtrike before he is per- 
ceiv'd. Ina word, the Dake finds himſelf in 
a Priſon, while the Cardinal is every Day 
moreand more eſtabliſhed in the Lxeen's Fa- 
VOUre 

In the mean while, I inſinuate my ſelf in- 
to all Mens Company, from whom I can 
hope for any Intelligence. Among the Reſt, 
I have obſerved a Coxrtier, who often goes be- 
tween the Graxdees, and ſeems to be entruſt- 
ed with great Secrets; he is very ſparing of 
Words, and makes his Shoulders do the Office 
of his Tongue. I have ſometimes enter'd in- 


to a Diſcourſe with him about the Leen, the 
Cardinal, and others ; but all his Anſwers, 
are comprized in T:alia» Rhetortck, a Shrug 
anda Grimace. This filent Language, ſpeaks

T is not unknown at the Diva», how the 
Princes of Italy have worried one another 
theſe Two Years. I diſpatch'd long ago ſome 
Memoirs of the Feuds between the Barbarin's 
and the Duke of Parma. The Pope upholds 
the Former, making the Quarrel his own, in 
Defence of the Eccleſiaſtick State : The Ve- 
wins, the Grand Duke of Toſcany, the Duke 
of Modena, with the French King, interett 
themſelves in the Cauſe of the Latter. He is 
a Prince of an Active Spirit, and darts up and 
down like Lightning « mn the Pope's Ter- 
ritories. If he has loſt Caſtro, Montalto, and 
other Places of Strength in this War, it is but 
by Way of Exchange ; having poſſeſſed him- 
ſelf of as conſiderable Holds belonging to his 
Enemies. Yet, the ZBarbarinis ſheltring 
themſelves under the Proteftion of Pope Ur- 
bez, ſeem to triumph and promiſe themſelves 
an entire Victory; ufing the Artifices of Su- 
Pte, to weaken the Dake%s Credit. And 
uſe ſome of his Veſlels ( which carried a- 
bove a Thouſand Souldiers ) were caſt away, 
they would perſwade the credulous World,

Theſe Conſiderations, with others of like 
Nature, have ſufficiently alarm'd the YVene- 
tians ; {o that they are making all the ſeaſon- 
able Preparations that are requiſite, to oppoſe 
the Torrent of the Orroman Fury and Rage, 
. which they q_— is to be poured” on 

them. This, they perform with all imagi- 
nable Diligence and Secrefie, being neither 
willing to give a juſt Ground of Tealouſfie 
to the S»/tar, nor yet to be ſurprized unpro- 
vided. 

There have lately been extraordinary Con- 
ſultations in the Senate about theſe Afﬀairs, 
fome difapproving theſe Warlike Preparati- 
ons, others promoting them : One Party 
judging ,* that a Peace ought rather to be 
purchaſed with a Tender of Gold: A con- 
trary Side pleading, that ſuch a Purchaſe 
would be both diſhonourable and diladvan- 
tageous ; fince upon every new Diſgult, the 
Ottomans would commence, or, at: leaft, 
threaten a War, on purpoſe, to erect 
a continual Mart for Peace, the Sale 
thereof being like to prove ſo profitable to 
them. Among the reſt of the Senators, S:gnior 
Grimaldi made an Oration; of whict\I have 
obtained an Authentick Copy ; And, it ſpeaks 


thus :

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ff IS Glorious Republick, which- has 
flouriſd for ſo many Ages, ought not, 
in my Opinion, to become the Merchandiſe . of 
1p-ſtart Shepherds. *Tis needleſs, to recount 
our Original, or wipe off the Ancient Duſt of 
eur Primitive Records, that we may be able 
to tell the World, we are the Reliques of Troy, 
*Tis bootleſs, to pnt you in Mind, how this 
onoſt ſerene and flouriſhing State, laid her 
fir Foundations in the Sea, and built her 
Neſt in the Floods : That the Nereids fled to 
her Sbadow ;, and, the Reſt of the Sea-Gods, 
even Neptune himſelf, courted her Alliance 
and Proteition, Suffice it to ſay, that this 
Victorious State thus founded and built, has 
ſpread her Congneſts through Iſtria, Dalma- 


tia, and Epirus; has annexed unto her Go- . 


vernument, Corfu, Cephalenia, Zant, and 
Crete, with many other Iſlands of the Adri- 
atick, and Mediterranean Seas; and, that 
ths Virgin Commonwealth, has preſerved 
ber ſelf. undeflowred theſe Twelve Hundred 
Tears. In all which Time, ſhe never ſubmitted 
zo the luſtful Tyranny of any Foreign Con- 
querour : And, muſt ſhe now become a Com» 
mon Proſtitute to Infidels ? be bought and ſold 
at any Rate ? and pay the Price of her own Sla- 
very * Has this moſt Auguſt Senate, by a long 
Series of ſucceſsful Wars, been exalted to the

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Height of Sovereign Power, and 1s ſhe now to 
be bravd into a baſe and mercenary Peace, 
the gilded Mask of abjett Slavery ? We that 
have ſtemmed the Torrent of Ottoman Inva- 
ſons, and reſiſted the Puiſſance of all Aſia, 
muſt we now pull down our own Banks, and 
tamely let the proud Inſulting.

Saltan's Favour, wilt not be diſpleaſed if 
Mahmut, whom thou haſt formerly honour'd 
with thy Friendſhip, puts thee in Mind of 
fome Qualifications that are requiſite in a Fa- 
vourite. I know thy Abilities are great, yet 
he that walks on Pinnacles, will not refuſe the 
Aſſiſtance of any kind Hand that offers ir, 
nor tax a Man with Preſumption, for endea- 
vouring to preſerve him from a Fall. 


© It will not be ſufficient, that thou art very 
Zealous 
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Zealous to ſerve the Sultan, to aggrandie 
his Honour, and prop the Imperial Dignity: 
Nor, that thou art extremely accurate in ma- 
naging the Aﬀairs committed to thy Charge: 
That thou art afliduous and extraordinary 
careful; not addicted to Recreations and 
Pleaſure : That thou art rigorouſly Juſt, deaf 
to Flattery, and inexorable to Bribes; but 
in all Things ſollicitous for thy Soverei 

Intereſt and Greatheſs, without any © 

Byaſs, fave that of untainted Loyalty. (All 
theſe, I muſt confeſs, are great Vertues in 
a Stateſman and a Favourite; yet, oy 
may become Vices, by their Exceſs as well 
as their Defeft; and he that ſteers not his 
Courſe in the Golden Mean, may ſoon preci- 
pitate himſelf into Ruine.) Bur it is alſo ne- 
ceflary for thee, to have an Eye to the Satisfa- 
Ction of the Subject, as well as to the Prince's 
Prerogative. It will not be ſafe to immo- 
late the Peoples Intereſts and Liberties, to 
the Humours and Caprices of their Sovereign. 
Neither will he thank or reward thee, for ſuch 
a dangerous Piece of Zeal. Nay, ſhould he 
himſelf command thee to do any Thing, 
which would intrench on their Rights and 
Privileges, thou oughteſt rather to ſhew thy 
Fidehty, in humbly remonſtrating to him 
the ill Conſequences of ſuch a Proceeding, 
than by a blind Obedience, to betray both him 
and thy ſelf to the Publick O4;am. On thee, 
to be ſure, it will faften, however thy Maſter 
may eſcape; and, thou muſt fall a Victim, 
$0 appeaſe the incens'd Multityde and fave 
him harmleſs. This 
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This was the Caſe of the Dake 4 Olivares, 
the late Miniſter and Favourite of the King of 
$pain, He was endued, with all the foremen- 
tioned Vertues requiſite in a Stateſman ; but, 
his immenſe Zeal to advance the Kings Pre- 
rogative, betrayed him to ſuch Meatures of 
Oppreſhon and Tyranny, as were the Occa- 
fion of his Ruine. 

The Spaniaras claim certain Franchiſes and 
Immunities, which when granted them, they 
pay a voluntary Homage to the Ca/tiliarn 
Crown. D' Olivares ſought to bereave them 
of theſe their Native Cuſtoms and Liberties, 
which by degrees gave ſo general a Diſguſt to 
that apprehenſive Nation, that they broke 
out into an open Rebellion. Hence ſprung 
the Revolt of Catalonia and Rofſilion ; and, the 
total Defection of Portuga/. He thought by 
Rigour, to drive: theſe People to Extremes, 
making them fall into Treaſon, and then 
taking advantage of their Crimes, ro make 
his Maſter more abſolute. But, theſe indirect 
Courſes never proſper'd ; and, we now ſee 
the Dxke of Braganza, by this Means eſta- 
bliſhed in the Throne of Portxga/, that King- 
dom quite rent trom Spar, and the other Pre- 
vinces inthe Hands of the French. 

The Spani/h Grandees, ſenhble of the Male- 
adminiſtration of the Favourite Dake, grew 
diſguſted, with-drew from the Coxr!, and from 
their Charges, leaving the King almoſt deſti- 
tute of Attendants at home, or Officers a- 
broad; yet, none durſt diſcover the Grounds 
of their Diſcontent, till the Conſtable of Ca- 
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file broke the Ice, on the following Occaſion, 
This Conſtable, is one of the Prime Nobility 
of Spain, deducing his Peaigree from a Race 
of Kings, Him had Olivares made his Mor. 
tal Enemy, by propoſing a Match between 
a Son of his, and the Conſtable's Daughter, 
This Son, whether Natural or only Adopted, 
is not —_ known ; but, he had lived an 
obſcure and debauch'd Life, not ſo much as 
taken Notice of unleſs tor his difſolute Man- 
ners, and enormous Crimes, which had once 
expos'd him to the Sentence of Death, had he 
not met with better Fortune than he deſerv'd, 
All the Nobles were highly diſguſted, when 
they ſaw this Prodigal own'd by Olrvares for 
his Natural Son and Heir, inveſted with the 
higheſt Dignities-of the Kingdom, and made 
Maſter of prodigious Riches; eſpecially, ſince 
he was no Ways worthy of ſuch Preferment, 
retaining ſtill his former Vices, and giving e- 
very where Proofs of an abject and baſe Ge- 
ins. To ſee ſuch an one made Preſident of 
the Iazes, and at the Height of Honour, in 
a fair Way to ſucceed the Dake in his A4i- 

ry, irritated the whole Coxrt, and drove the 
Conſtable of Caſtile to Impatience. He utter- 
Iy refuſes the Match, ' diſdaining that his 
Daughter ſhould be linked ro ſuch an Upfſtart. 
He remonſtrates to the King, the exorbitant 
Ambition of O{rvares. In fine, being ſecond- 
ed by other Lords of the Comrt, and by Let- 
ters from the German Emperour, he fo far 
prevailed on the King, that his Eyes began 
to be opened, and he now. clearly faw, t i 
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all the Diſorders of the Government, ow'd 


' their Origin to the ill Conduct of Oltvares. - 


Wherefore, taking the Advice of his faithful 
Counſellors, he baniſh'd him the Coxrt, de- 
ivd him of all Authority, confin'd him 
I to a Place not far from /Aaarid, and af- 
terwards to Thoro, a City in Old Caſtile. 

Thus fell that great 1Mini/ter, through his 
own Ambition to riſe. Seeking by unwarranta- 
ble Methods to ſecure his Maſter's Favour, he 
incurrd the Height of his Diſpleaſure, and. 
brought upon his own Head, an. irrecoverable 
Diſgrace and Ruine. 

I ſend thee this Example, as a Teſtimony 
of my Friendſhip and Fidelity ; and, that 
thou mayſt inform the Divan, of the true 
Grounds of this Man's Misfortune. The King 
has now taken the Reins of Government into 
his own Hands, though, 'tis thought, too

Ince thou, who art the Center and Source 
of all dignity, haft drawn back one Ray 
of Honour into thy Self, whoſe Emanation 
before made ſome of thy Slaves Illuſtrious, 
with the Title and Power of Captain Baſſa: 
Since thou thy ſelf, I fay, who art always Ge-' 
neraliſſimo by Land, vouchſafeſt alſo at this 
JunAure to e Baſſa of the Sea; I wiſh 
that both Elements may prove propitious to 
thee, and Fate crown thy Arms wirh the 
BKeigat of Succeſs. May the King of the Wa- 
t2r;, prociaim a Nefrraum where-ever thou: 
faileſt, and may the Yinds pay Homage to 
the Banner of the Ottoman Empire. In a Word, 
may yielding Waves and timely Gales, con- 
vey thee fate and proſperous to Venice ; and, 
may- Fortune always attend that Courage, 
which never forſook thee when thy Maſter's 
Honour lay at Stake.

Wilt thou hear what this Jew ſays of their 
Publick Buildings, which are all made of the 
beſt Marble? He counts Sixty ſ1x Pariſh- 
Churches; Fifty two Monaſteries ; Twenty 
{xx Nunneries ; Eighteen Chapels ; Seventeen 
Hoſpitals; and $ix Schools. -He numbers

The Multitude of Fews alſo, does mighti- 
ly enrich that City, who have no leſs than 
Nine Smagogues there They are Maſters of 
Infinite Wealth, and engroſs the pan 


Part of the Levantine Traffick, whereby Fe- 
nice 
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vice is become ſuperlatively Wealthy, and has 
required the Epithete of Rich. This is grown 
a Faſhion in 1taly, That every City has its 

uliar Title, as Rome the Holy, Pad:a the 
Learned, Milan the Great, Naples the Proud, 
and Yenice the Rich. 

One Thing extremely pleaſes me, and had 
it not a ſhew of ao/atry, I could not but ap- 
plaud it, as an Argument of the Generofity 
of this State. Aadonai tells me, That there 
are no leſs than 165 Marble, and 23 Brazen 
Statues , erected by the Order , and at the 
Charges of this Rep«blick, in Honour of the 
like Number of Valiant Soldiers, who have 
merited well of the Publick. This is an ef- 
ficacious Encouragement to Qthers, a Spur 
to Vertue, the Cherither of Martial Ardor. 
And Venice herein ſeems to imitate the Gra- 
titude of Ancient Rome, which never ſpared 
any Coſt, to honour her Heroes, and render 
their Memory mortal.

They 
could neither fave themſelves by going up or 
down, the Houſe being all over 1n a Flame. 
Moreover, their Neighbours ſeeing their own 
Houſes'in Danger, were ſo concerned for 
themſelves, that they had no time to Pity 
Others. So that, few People attempted 0 
'fuccour theſe poor Gentlemen, who, on their 
fide, endeavoured with great Pieces of Wood,

dows were too Strong to give Way to their 
Efforts, being ſecur'd with thick Iron Barrs, 
faftned in the Stones. In this Iamentable Condi- 
tion, having this inexorable Flame before their 
Eyes, which had already ſeized on the Cham- 
ber, tearing the Hair off their Heads, and 
ſtamping on the Ground, they ſent forth ſuch 
dreadful Skrieks, as moved all that heard them 
to-extream Compaſſion.

They are extremely addicted to Rhods- 
montado's; as thou wilt eaſily gueſs by this 
which follows: Zews XIII. asking a Span 
Officer, who was a Priſoner of War, Why.

If the King, my Maſter, ſhould lead his own 
Army into the Field, the whale Earth would 
tremble under him. : 

Another being ask'd; Why the Spaniſh King 
in his Style, boaſted, That the Sun was hu 
Helmet, replyed, Becauſe that Luminary never 
ſets on all my Maſter's Territories. But ths.

 'L of the preſent Convulfions of the Enghiſh 
Srate, I communicated to the Vizir Azem, 
what Intelligences I had received of the Troy- 
bles of that Kingdom. Befides, the Imperial | 
City is full of Strangers of all Nations, who 
maintain Correſpondences with their ſeveral 
reſpeetrve Countries : Whence it comes to 
paſs, That whatſoever is done in the moſt re- 
mote Corners of the Earth, is ſoon known to 
the Miniſters of the Sublime Port, which is the 
Santtrary of the Whole World. But, I ſhalt 
gratifie thee, in rinveiling the Interiour of thoſe 
Events, which have made ſuch a Noife- Thou 
art natvrally curious m thy Reſearches ; and, 
I ſhall a thee with forne- addittonal Re- 
marks, which I have made on the oe 
u#ifter 


Afﬀears, fince I wrotetothe Supreme 1 
on that Subject. ; 
I acquainted him, that the late Carainal 
Richlien, had a hand in Embroiling that I/land, 
as he hadin exciting the 7#mnlts of Catalonia 
and promoting the Revolution of Portugal. 
Thepart which he aCted, was by Proxy. He 
had his Agents there, to blow up into a Flame, 
the Sparks which lay ſmothering in the Breaſts 
of that Diſcontented People. Thoſe of the 
Latin Charch, refle&t it as a Judgment on the 


Engliſh 
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Engli/þ Nation, that they have never been free 
from Confpiracies, Seditions and Rebellions, 
fince the Time they ſhook off their Obedience 
to the Roman Mnfrs ; which was, in the Days 
of King Henry VII. As if, that Revolt in 
Point of Religion, had been the Source of all 
the following Tumults and Diſorders in the 
Fate. "Tis certain, Religion has great Influ- 
ence on Mens Morals, and where a Liberty of 
mnovating is once allow'd, it makes conti- 
' nued Progreſhons. Some French Antiqua- 
ries fay, that the Eng/i/h embrac'd the Roman 
Communion for the Space.of Seven Hundred 
Years ; and, that during fo long a Time, they 
never had any Civil Wars, but ſach as were 
made on the Account -of Succeſſion ro the 
Crown. But, that after they had chang'd 
their Faith, they were always reſtleſs, ſtill 
hatching ſome Alteration ins the Government. 
I know not how far theſe Obſervations are 
juſtifiable, Men being generally partial to their - 
own Cauſe. But, the preſent Stirs in that 
Iſland, feern to owe their Increaſe, if not their 
Birth, to the Latitude which the SubjeCtsrake 
in Matters of Conſcience, Whillt every Man, 
carves out to himſelf ſuch a Religion, as beſt 
pleaſes him'; without being accountable to 
the State, or paying any Tribute, as is the 
Praftice of the Ottoman Empire. Hence, it 
is few Mens Ambition, to conform to the Re- 
ligion of the Prince ; but, every Set endea- 
yours to perſwade both Prince and People, 
to ſubſcribe to their Sentiments; and, the 
moſt potent Party, threatens all the-Reſt with 
P 4 the 
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the ill Conſequences of War, in Caſe their 
Tenets be not eftabliſh'd. Among all the 
Religions which divide the Inhabitants of that 
1and, there is none for which they have fo 
general an Averſion, as that which they call 
the Rowan Catholick, though it were once the 
EſtabliſÞ'd Religion of the Country. This is ' 
now become the publick Eye-ſfore ; and, the 
reſt of the Sefts, though they are at ummor- 
ral Difference with each other, yet all join 
Heart and Hand to oppoſe this Common Bug- 
bear. The French fay, That the Proteſt ants 
are like the Engliſh Maftiffs, Two of which, 
I remember, were preſented to Sultan Amn- 
rath, by the French Ambaſſador, with this 
Character 'of them, That though when they 
quarrelld they would fight with each other to 
Death, yet ſhould a Bear be let looſe upon them, 
12 the Midſt and Heat of their Fury, they would 
foon become Friends, and turn the Battel upon 
their Savage Enemy. Such, they fay, 1s the 
Humour of the Eng/i/ſh Seftaries; and, the 
Factious have improved it ſo far, as to faſten 
the Oaizm ofthe Vulgar on the King himſelf, 
by ſuggeſting,That he deſigns to introduce the - 
Rom.zu Religion into that Country ; wherea 
according to the Relation of Travellers Ut 
knowing Men, he 1s a zealous Prote/fant. Fhis 
1s the Pretence of taking up Arms againſt him: 
An Artifice, by which Rebellion is generally 
tſher'd in ; whilſt the Defence of Religion, 18 
made a Cloak for Sacrilege and Treaſon,

theſe Oracles. Tis faid, there are yet living 
ſome of that Prophetick Race in the Mountains - 
of Scotland, One of which, a Man of great 
SanCtity and Wiſdom, being an Hundred and 
Twenty Years old, came-to viſt this King's 
Father ; at which Time he ſaw this King, be- 
ing then an Infant in his Nurfes Arms, whilft - 
his Elder Brother and Heir of the Crown ſtood: 
by. The Old Man, after his Complements to 
the Father,takes the Infant Prince in his Arms;- 
ahd beftows his. Benedittion on it; in theſe- 
Terms, Hail, Royal Babe, Heir of Two Crowns; 
thou ſhalt Reign 4 long Time happily 3 bot in -- 
the End, a Flower-de-lnce' ſpall be thy Bane: 
The Nobles that were preſent, thinkmg that 
the Extremity of Age had bereav'd him-of 
his Reaſon, were ready to thraſt him away ;. . 
offering to take the Child from. Him; and 
telling Him, That he miſtook ; for, this was 
not the Heir of the Crown; bat 19 Brothev 
who ſtood by. But he, with # compoſed Look - 
and an aſſured Carriage; made Anſwer, That 


what 
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what he ſpoke, was Truth ; adding withal, 
That the Elder Brother ſhowld die before his Fa- 
ther; and, That this ſhould live to inherit the 
Kingdoms of Scotland and England. The 
Event has made good ſome Part of his Pro- 
phecy; for, his Elder Brother dyed at Twelve 
Years of Age, and he at this Day poſleſles 
thoſe Two Kingdoms ; but, how the Flower- 
de-luce ſhall be his Bane, Time muſt evince. 
It is thoughr, That by it is meant, the French 
King ; becauſe that is the Arms of the Rogal 
Blood of France. It is hard to determine of 
future Events; yet there are ſome, who ob- 
ſerving the Influence which this Coxrt has had 
on the Enghi/þ Commortions, and how far 
Cardinal Richlieu had engaged King Lewis 
XIII. in Revenging the Afﬀronts which were 
given to his Sifter the Lzcen of England, by 
that Inhoſpitable Nation, make no Difficulty 
of interpreting this Prophecy; but conclude, 
That the Unfortunate King of England, will 
at length fall a Vittim to the French Reſent- 
ments, though his own Sxbjefts be Inſtru- 
mental to his Ruin.

ons, but to the Impregnable Strength of her 
own Walls. For, ſo ſoon as he was told, that 
the Oracle was fulfll'd, and that the River Ex- 
fphrates was joyn'd in League with his Ene- 
mies, and had by an unuſual Flood, broks 
down. a conſiderable Part of the Walls in 
which he truſted; all his Bravery vanifh'd 
he ſhew'd he was a Coward, and kill'd him- 
ſelf for fear of Death. Yet ſuch was the ſor- 


did Iaporgnce of his Spirit, that even in this 
Way, he durſt not die alone ; but, akin his 


Concubines and neareſt Attendants, with all . 


lis Gold and. Jewels, he forced them to ac- 
company. him into+the Hollow of a Funeral 
Fes wick he fired with his own Hands 

ancg. 
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and burnt his Servants with Himſelf. I do not 
eſteem it an EffeCt of Courage, to make Death 
a Sanftuary from the inevitable Miſeries of a 
hated Life. But, to be either willing to die, 
in the Height of humane Enjoyments, or to 
be reſolved to live and out-brave theſe very 
Calamities, which would tempt any Man to 
die, is the peculiar Mark of an Heroick Re- 
ſolution- 

However, thus died Sardanapalus, having 
defired, that a Monument might be erected to 
his Memory, with this Inſcription | 


SARDANAPALUS LIV'D MUCH 
IN A LITTLE TIME, HAVING 
ALWAYS GRATIFIED HIS SENSES: 
HE BUILT TWO CITIES, ANCHI- 
ALA AND TARSUS, IN ONE DAY; 
PERFORMED THE TASK OF MA- 
NY TEARS, IN FOUR ANDTWEN.- 
TY HOURS. ADVISES THEE, REA- 
DER, TO IMITATE HIS EXAM- 
PLE; EAT, DRINK, AND ENTOY 
'THY SELF; FOR AFTER DEATH, 
THERE 1S NEIT HER PLEASURE 
NOR PAIN. 


Theſe were. but Pigmies in Atheiſm, in” 
Compariſon of others. Diony/is, the Sicils-: 
an Monarch, was a Gyant in Infidelity. He 
not only committed Sacrilege, but, made it 
tus Paſtime-. He droll'd upon the Gods, 
while he robb'd their Temples; into which he 
never enter d without a Je/#, nor _ 

| om 
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trom their Altars without a Satyy. He put a 
Woollen Garment on the Image of Jupiter O. 
[ympins, inſtead of the Golden Robe with which 
King Hiero had cloath'd it ; and, excus'd the 
Sacrilege, by laying, Exchange was no Rob. 
bery, and, That he conſulted the Eaſe and 
Health of the God, both for Summer and Win- 
ter- He play'd the Barber to the Statze-of 
eE[culapins ; and, ſhav'd off his Golden Beard, 
ſaying, That fince Apollo hs Father was beard- 
leſs, it was but good Manners for the Son to be 
ſo too. When he came into a Rich Temple in 
Syracuſa, and faw in the Hands of Mars, a 
Sword, whoſe Hilt was thick ſet with Dia- 
monds, Emeralds and Rubies, he made a 
mock-Obeiſance, and took the Sword from the 
extended Arm of the Image, ſaying, The God 
of War preſented him with that Sword, as an 
Earneſt of his future Vittories, and, he ſhould 
be very ungrateſul and impious, not to accept 
the Gift of the Deity. It was a naſty Aﬀeont 
which Nero put upon the Syrian Goadeſs, when 
he cauſed his Excrements to be thrown in her 
Face. 

Theſe were Royal Atheifts, and no Body 
durſt controul their Impious Pranks. The 
Libertines now a-days are more modeſt and 
politick- They dare not violate Temples, nor 

phane the Atars of the Chriſtians openly 
bot ſecretly they undermine all Re/:gion, and 
difpute People out of their Faith. 

Some of theſe Atheifts maintain the World 
to be Eternal. Others hgld, that 1t-came by 
a fortuitous Concourſe of Atoms ; vw

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after an Eternal Dance in an Infinite Space, 
 atlaſt jumbled together into that exquiſite Or- 
der we now behold, and contemplate. They 
profeſs themſelves Diſciples of Epicurus, yet 
willfully corrupt the Do&rines of that Ver- 
tuous Philoſopher ; who, though he taught, 
That the Szpreme Felicity of Man conſiſted in 
Pleaſure, yet never meant that of the Body, 
but the purer Joys and Tranquillity of the 
Mind, ariſing from a Life lead according to 
Reaſon : Whereas, theſe Modern Fpicureans, 
place their higheſt Contentment in the Sati(- 
fattion of their Senſual Appetites. A Jolly 
Crew, who number their Days by Debauche- 
ries, and reckon that Hour miſpent, wherein 
they have not drawn ſome Line of Vokaptu- 
ouſneſs. And, as if they had conſecrated 
Themſelves to Bacchus and Venurs, Women 
and Wine, divide the moſt important ACtions 
of their whole Lives. 

They are profefſed Enemies to the NotFrine 
of the Reſurrettion, of Good and Evil Spirits, 
of the Day of Judgment, of Heaven and Hell. 
They eſteem Religion only as an Invention of 
Politicians, to reduce the World under ſome 
Form of Government ; and fpare not to call 
Moſes, and Jeſt the Son of ary, Impoſtors, 
as well as MMahomet our Holy Lawgiver. They 
_ at Miracles, and: ridicule Prophecies ; 
and, - you had as good talk to' them of a 
Man in the Moon, as of an Apparition from 
the Dead, 

Theſe Sort of Libertines, are not only to be 
found in the Conrt of France, but in Com 
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all over Exrope. The Contagion is Epidemich, 
the /fettion has ſpread it ſelt through Clergy 
and Laity, Nebles and Vulgar ; infomuch, as 
he paſſes for a Man of no Wit, who has not a 
Spice of Athei/m. 

This will not ſeem ſtrange when thou ſhalt 
know, that even among their /Lfti's them 
ſelves, there have been ſome LZacians; who 
eſteem'd Religion but an Old Wife's Tale, and 
us d the moſt important Articles of their Faith, 
but as Inſtruments of Ambition and Avarice, 
to apgrandiſe themſelves and 611 their Coffters. 
Leo X, a famous Roman Fontiff, will be record- 
ed to all Pcſterity, for that Sarca/m of his on 
Jeſus, the Meas of the Chriftians; How 
much are we enriched, by this Fable of Chriſt ? 
Indeed, if we refle& well on the daxims 
and Prattices of that Comrt, it will not be 
hard to conclude, That Gold is the Great God 
of the Romans, and the Ultimate Objeft of 


their Adoration, ſince that alone can open or- 


ſhut Heaven and Hell ; no Piety or Vertue, no 
Prayers or Tears, Alms or Penances being a- 
vailable, unleſs made ſo by the meritorious 
Adjun&t of this powerful Metal. Neither need 
the moſt enormous Sinners deſpair of Pardon, 
if they have but Plato for their Prottor, and 
Gold for their Apology ; there being certain 
Rates ſet upon all $:»s, which if paid, thoſe 
of the deepeſt Dye. are as readily abſoly'd, as 
the ſmalleſt Peccaaillo's. 

This Spiritual Merchandiſe of Souls in the 
Sapreme Court of Chriſtendom, has in no ſmall 
Degree contributed to the Ahei/m of wa

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While Religion is thereby render'd Cheap and 
Vile, a mere Artifice of Government, a Stra- 
tagem of the Prieſthood, to keep Fools in 
Awe and Subjection- And therefore, ſuch as 
have a better Opinion of themſelves, and 
would be thought Men of Senſe, take Occa- 
ſion to carp at the very Fundamental Princi- 
ples of all Religion, and to diſpute againſt 
the Being of a God. Rather than tamely 
couch under the Luggage of manifeſt Impo- - 
ſtures, they like wild Colts, throw oft the 
Yoke even of natural Religion and common 
Morality : And, becauſe they have too much 
Senſe to be abus'd with Religions Umbrages, 
and too little Fairh to ſwallow all the Pz0zes 
Frauds of the Church for undoubted Oracles 
of Heaven, they will have no Faith at all, 
nor give any Credit to the Dictates of Cor- 
re&t Reaſon ; but, turning Scepticks in all 
Things, are ſtedfaft to Nothing but the Satis- 
faftion of their Luſts ; looking upon it as ill 
Husbandry of the preſent Time, to ſquander 
away the leaſt Moment on the Thoughts of a 
Future Life. 

But thou, Venerable Hogia, who haſt been 
preſent at the 22ſteries of the Holy Sepulchre, 
and kiſs'd the Floor of Abraham's Oratory, 
art Happy in the Poſſeſſion of a blameleſs 
Faith.

| bo wx forget the Time, fince thou and I 
fate together in the Chioſc at Scatari, and 
entertained each other with the Stories of the 
Ancient Greek Poets, The Proſpe&t which 
that Gallery afforded, renew'd our Memory 
of ſeveral Nations Strife abour the Birth-place 
of Homer ; and, from thence gave us Occa- 
fion, to diſcourſe and make Compariſons be- 
tween Him and Hefiod, Orphers, and the Reſt 
of the celebrated Poets, Philoſophers, and Sages 
of the Eaſt. I remember, we paſſed by De- 

ees from one Subject to another, till at 
ength we fell upon the Tranſlation of their 
Heroes, and the Genealggy of their Goas. 
Thou wilt ſay, I have a good Memory, ſhould 
I now rehearſe the Series of our Converſation 
on this Point. Bur, I will not be fo trouble- 
ſome for the fake of Applauſe. Though I 
often think over thy Sentiments with infinite 
Delight, yet I will not repeat them here, 
Icſt I tempt thee to throw away my Cre 
efore 
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-before thou haſt half read it. Only give me 
-4eave to put thee in mind, How thou didft 
then vindicate the fant World, for placi 
thoſe Excellent Souls in Heaven, who 
been Illuſtrious Benefaftors to Mankind on 
Earth : And, that though after-Ages fell into 
the Crime of 1do/atry, by giving Divine Ho- 
nours to the firſt Inventors of Arts and Sci- 
-ences, and by ſacrificing to the Manes of de- 
parted Heroes ; yet, it was thy Opinion that 
thoſe who firſt conſecrated them to Immorta- 
fity, and a Fame that ſhould know no End, 
did but perform the Rights of Gratitude, exe- 
ute the DiCtates of Innocent Nature, with- 
out ever dreaming of the Religious Cere- 
; = which their deluded Poſterity ſuper-in- 
uc'd. 

To do thee Juſtice, this was a Noble 
Thought, full of Humanity, and exa&tl

confe(s, I owe the frequent Cure of my Me-

The Chri/tians, eſpecially here in the Feſt 
out-go the Jews in the Superſtitious Narrownels 
of their Principles ; and, as the latter confined 
Salvation to the Lineage of Jacob, ſo the former 
reftrain it to the Latin Church. I have often 
convers'd with ſome of their Learned Der- 
v4(es, on the Theme of the Pagans Salvation, 
but can by no Arguments beat them off from 
their inveterate Prejudice. They will not al- 
low ſo much as one of the Heathens to be 
faved,and but a Hundred and Forty F our Thee: 
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ſand of the Jews, accounting Twelve Thou- 
ſand of every Tribe. This is the ſevere A- 
rithmetick of the #efern Religion, - whoſe 
Profeſlors thereby render themſelves greater 
Tsfidels than thoſe they damn» *Tis to be 
hop, there is a larger Calcule with God for . 
the Number of the Bleſſed, or elſe one would 
think, Hell would be too populous, and the 
Devil would be forced to make frequent De- 
cimations, and ſend Colonies abroad, to make 
Room for the ever freſh Glut ef his new 
Gueſts. 

For my Part, who was Educated in theim- 
partial Rudiments of Truth, in the ſerene Prin- 
ciples of the Aahometan Faith, I believe, 
That there are ſome ſaved of all Religions, 
and that at the Day of Tudement, there ſhall 
be eretted a Forrth Banner tor ſuch to reſort 
to, who never heard of Moſes, Jeſus or Ma- 
homet. Afluredly, there is no Malice in the 
Omnipotent, and he will not Damn Men for 
their Involuntary Ignorance of his Revealed 
Laws, provided they live up to the genuine 
DiRates of Natwreand Reaſon, which are the 
crueſt Standards of Yertue and Poſitive Reli- 


> The Chriſtians have a Heaven for their * 
Saints, and a Hell for Sinners; in this they 
agree with the Mafſdmans, They have- a 
who for Infants, that die unbaptized; and, 
anther for the Vertuous 1ſracbtes, who lived 
before the 7deffias. Their Charity hadbeen 
complete, had they provided a Third, for juſt 
and Yertuous Men of all Religions ; 'whom it

] Need not Apologize for my long Silence. 
Eliachims aſſures me, he has acquainted 
Nathan Ben S$addi with the Occafibn of it, by 
whom the News of my Impriſonment might 
be tranſmitted to the Sublime Port, When 
I was firſt ſeized upon, I had not the Liberty 
to ſend for, Eltachim, or ſee any Body that 
I defired to ſpeak with- Bur, that honeſt Jew, 
foon heard the News, and writ to Vienna to 
prevent any Diſpatches that might come from 
thence, or from Conſtantinople. He has now 
fully convinced me of his Fidelity, which I 
ſo long ſuſpefted; and, I dare truſt him 
henceforward, with the moſt important Con- 
cerns of my Commiſſion. His Sagacity and 
Conduct in this Occurrence, is worthy of Ac- 
knowledgment and Reward ; having dex- 
trouſly blinded Cardinal Mazarini, who is 
an Argas : baffld his ſevereſt Scrutinies, and 
been highly Inſtrumental in procuring me the 
Liberty I now again enjoy. 

The Arabian Proverb fays, The Camel that 
Travels often to Meccha, will return Lame at 
laff..

All my 
Comfort was, That I had left no Writi 
in my Lodgings, which could diſcover t 
Afﬀairs of my Commiſſion, *Tis true, when I 
was ſearch'd,. they found the Alcoran in my 
Pocket , which gave a mighty Jealouke to 
the Carainal/; but, I excuſed it by faying, 
I kept that Book, that I might not Go my 
Arabick; in which, the Cardinal knew I 
was well skilld, having formerly ſeen a 
Tranſlation , which 1 made: ont of that Lan- 
age for Cardinal Richlien.

E till perſiſted, in aſſerting my ſelf to be 
Titus of Moldavia, and that I was a Chriſti- 
as ( Heaven forgive the Perjury !) I had a

the 2Lghty Secret from me. But, this tum'd.

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to my Advantage; for, calling to mind a 
Learned and Ingenuous Friar, with whom I

T Enegth I am releas'd from a tedious 
Imprifonment, the Occafton of which 

the Kaimacham will acquaint thee with. Had 
this happened in Spain, my Uſage had been 
much worfe. And, for this Reaſon, I eſteem 
France the Nobleſt and Freeſt Kingdom with- 
in the Pale of the Latm Charech; that it ne- 
ver would fubmit to the Tyranmy of the 
Tuquifitvon: Which is a kind of Eeclefiaftical 
Drvan, or High Court of Tudicature, where 
Crimes againſt the Chxrch and State are try- 
ed. It was firſt erected, at the Inſtance of - 
one Dominick , who for this meritorious Pro- 
ject, was afterwards canonized A Szint, The 
igral Defrgn of it was,toextirpate the Afoor s 
and Jews out of Spain and Portyga/, But now, 
tis made a Trap for all Strangers, and _ 
y 
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cially thoſe they call Heretick:, Whoſoever. 
falls into it, is commonly fleec'd of his Eſtate, 
and not ſeldom chous'd out of his Lite. For, 
the firſt Thing the Holy Fathers Inquiſitors do, 
is, to make. a zealous and devout Inſpeion 
into the Poſſeſſions of the Priſoner. If they 
find him Rich, that is ſufficient ro make him 
Criminal; and, the good Fathers, will take 
a piows Care to diſpoſe of his Wealth, They. 
have their Spies in all Companies, who inform 
them of Mens Words and Attions- Theſe 
Hounds, are always upon the Scent ; and, 
will ſmell a Heretick out, if he breaths within 
the Purlieu of their Hunt. A Man-dares not 
fay, his Soul is his own in theſe Countries ; nor, 
claim the Privilege to exerciſe his Reaſon. 
The Inhabitants live in a moſt abje&t Slavery 
to the Prieſthood, and Travellers muſt dr 
the Chain, bridle their Tongues , and - 
their Attions for their own Security. Bur, in 
France, the Inquiſition is abhord; and, an 
Immortal Averfion conceived againſt the Ty- 
ranny and cruel Practices of the Spaziards. 
The People are. of more generous. Tempers, 
the Laws not ſo rigourous, and yet they come 
far ſhort of the Juſtice of the Otroman Em- 
pire- Though my Continement was tedious, 
et 'twas tolerable; and; if I could not be 
ppy in a Priſon, ſo neither was I properly 
able. 
When Evil ſurpriſes. us, we commonly af- 
ight our ſelves, by beholding it in its 
; our ſcat Spirits, are aſtoniſhed at 
an inbnite Bugbear. W if we take a more 
particu- 
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particular Survey of the dreadful Objett, ana- 
tomize and view it Piece by Piece ; we find, 
that the greateſt of what ſo diſmay'd us, 
had no other Exiſtence, than in our own Ima- 
gination- Thus, when I was firſt ſeized by 
Cardinal Mazarini's Order, I prelaged to my 
ſelf no leſs than infutferable Tortures, an igno- 
minious Death, and (which affefted me with 
the moſt ſenfible Grief) the Diſcovery of my 
Commiſſion, and the Afairs of the Subleme Port. 
When firſt enter'd the Priſon, I bid adieu to 
all Joy and Comfort in Thx Life, and thought 
of Nothing but preparing my ſelf for that O- 
ther World, where I hope to be renewed again 
to immenſe Pleaſures, the Delights of Para- 
4/e, as a Reward of my Sufferings for that 
, Which was brought down from Heave:: 
by the Ange! Gabriel. 
g Theſe bay my lt Thoughts in ph 
ut, w eep compoſed m Its, 
and Time had render'd me more funiliar with 
the Place of myReſtraint, I began to think, it 
wasnot impoſſible to live, and even to regain 
my Liberty. However, I reſolved to alleviate 
the Grief of my Reſtraint, by contract 
my Defires within a narrower Compals, an 
circumſcribing my Wiſhes within thoſe Walls 
which confined my Body. I framed to my 
lelf Felicities, out of the Contemplation of 
my Miſery ; and, by conſidering what I en- 
joyed, I pacified my Diſcontent for what I 
wanted. I was not ſo cloſe ſhut up, but that 
Icould at Pleaſure let in freſh Air, and take a

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my Window. This made me reliſh my Prifon 
with ſome Degree of Content. The Want 
which moſt afflicted me, was, that of Fountain 
Water ; which, I durſt not ſo much as ask for, 
inſuch Quantities as are requiſite to the Clean» 
neſs of a Mfsſſuiman, lelt I ſhould have con- 
firmed them 1n the Suſpicion, which was the 
Occaſion of my Impriſonment. For, I was 
ſure, my Actions would be narrowly obſerved, 
The ſame Caution, made me not refute to eat 
of Swines Fleſh, and drink freely of Wine,when 
once invited to the Governoar's Table. 'Tis true, 
I had great a and Fears upon me. But, 
comforted my ſelf with thoſe Paſlages m the A/- 
coran, which ſeem to indulge us this Liberty in 
Caſe of Neceſſity, by aſſuring us, That God is 
the ercifal of the Mercifal, and that he re- 
quires not Lnreaſonable Performances of his ; 
Creatures. Otherwiſe, I ſhould have thought 
every Morſel I ſ\wallow'd of that execrable 
Meat, would have choak'd me, , and e 
Draught of Wine, have been my Poiſon. Te 
me, Great Oracle of Trath, Whetherin thisI 
havenot ſinned ? I think my ſelf not Innocent, 
till thou haſt pronounced me fo. However, 
this Frankneſs in Eating and Drinking, with 
the Chriftians, without the leaſt Reſerve or 
Niceneſs, contributed ſomething to their bet- 
ter Opinion of me. Men are generally ſo wed- 
ded to their own Cuſtoms, that he looks like a 
Monſter, who thwarts them, and does not 
comply with the preſent Mode. And, the 
French, have a Proverb, That when a Man's 
«t Rome, he muſt live like the Romans. 
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I believe, I was invited to this Co/lation, in 
Order to a Diſcovery ; and, had I refuſed ro 
eat and drink what was before me, it had, no 
doubt, been a convincing Argument to theſe 
Infidels, That I was a Muſſalmay. 

If I have ſinned in this Point, I humbly 
crave thy Abſolution and Prayers; but, if I * 
have done well, inform me, that ſo I may 
have Peace of Conſcience.

TH OU haſt long ago heard of my Impri 
ſonment at Pars: let not the News of m 
Releaſe be unwelcome to thee. It thou dit 
then Symparhize with my Sufferings, now take 
a Share in my Joy. I believe, thou haſt Friend- 
ſhip enough to do both ; and, I am willin 
thou ſhouldſt divide the Oe with me, as we 
as the Other, 

I will not therefore make thee melancholy, 
with a Rehearſal of my Fears and Apprehen- 
fions, my Wants and Difcontents, with other 
doleful Circumſtances of a Priſon. I am now 
at Liberty, let Sadneſs vaniſh; Yet, I have 
not ſo forgot my late Grief, as to be now excel- 
five in my Joy ; fince I am liable to the ſame, 


or a Worſe Diſaſter again. It is never good 


to be ſecure, while we are ignorant what's 
the next Potion that Fate is tempering for 
us. Moderation keeps a Man upon his Guard; 
and, if any Stroke of Misfortune be aim'd at 
him, if he is aware of the Blow, and fo can ei- 
- ther dextrouſly ward it off, or at leaſt take 
Honourable Quarter : Whereas, he that ſuffers 
himſelt to be diffoly?d, and his Mind unbent 
with Proſperity, is taken Captive by Evil, 
without being able to make any eafie Condi- 
; rtiOns 
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tions for himſelf. I love to have my Eyes 
open, and to look round the whole Horizon of 
Contingencies : I watch for the very Poſſibi- 
lities of Misfortune, that ſo I may not be 
catch'd napping by a Calamity, but be always 
in a State to Fence, -or make Compoſition- 

I will now tell thee with more Freedom 
than I did the Afufti, what happened to 
me during my Impriſonment- The Gover- 
»oar of the Citade! where I was confin'd, in- 
vited me one Day to a Banquet. I neeq not 
give thee an Inventory of the various Diſhes, 
with which his Table was furniſhed : Qur 
Entertainment was generous, he regal'd me 
beyond the Expectation of a Priſoner ; and, 
had there not been a deſign in it, I ſhould 
have admired the Bounty of this nfide!. 
But, his Treat was a Snare, and contrived for 
a Teſt of my Religzon, Whether I was a Ds- 
ſciple of Mahomet or Jeſus. Thou knoweſt, 
the Chriſtians eat Swines Fleſh, and drink 
Wine, which the uſſal/mans have in Abo- 
mination» We had Plenty of both at this 
Feaſt, and I durſt not be ſqueamiſh at either. 
I tell thee, though I eat of the One with lit- 
tle Pleaſure, yet I drank of the other with- 
out any Diſguſt. Theſe Nazarenes, imitate 
the Ancient Grecians at their Banquets, in 
drinking of Healths to ſuch as they moſt e- 


ſteem. The Governoxr plied me with Glaſles, 
and I quaffed liberally. Policy and Selt-pre- 
ſervation, taught me to begin the Debauch:; 
and, the Charms of that tempting Liquor, 

ok to the — 


would not_ ſuffer me to ſhi 
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: The Wines of Fravce are very delicate, and 

we had choice of the Beſt. The Pleafture I 
_— at this Banquet, had almoſt recon- 
ciled me to the Dsciples of Hats; and, I could 
have wiſh'd, our Prophet had been in'a better 
Humoyr, when he forbid us the Juice of the 
Grape. He promiſes us Rivers of Wine in 
Paradiſe; and, while I was in my Cups, I 
thought he might connive at us, for taking a 
Glafs or two fometimes on Earth- If thou 
haſt not yet taſted this Enchanting Liquor, 1 
wiſh thee to abſtain as long as thou liveſt ; for 
otherwiſe, thou wilt find it very difficult, to 
overcome the Defires of it, or to live without 
it. For my Part, I greedily longed for it, 
before ever I taſted it, becauſe it was forbid : 
And now I have often had my Fill of it, my 
Appetite is excreaſed. Themore I drink, rhe 

eater is my Thirſt after it ; which is never 

ike to be quenched, till I ſhall drink at the 
Original Fountains of Wine in Paradiſe. 

I do not think it is fo great a Sin, as our 
Dettors would make us believe ; ſince, the 
Divine Lawgiver preſcribes Abſtinence from 
Wine, rather as a Counſel than a Command. 
Ifthouart of another Opinion, I Cenſure thee 
not. The late Sultan Amnarath was of my 
Mind; and many Grandees at the Port, count 
it no Herefje. All the Danger bes inthe Ex- 
ceſs, Tam no Advocate for Drtmkards. 

"Let theſe Things. be/{poken like Words in 
a Dream, which cannot be remembred agairt- 
Thou 'haft Prudence 'enough' to take: Care, 
that this Letter fall not into the Hands of fuch 
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25 ſhall diſpoſe of it in the Wall of the Hazoda. 
It is evident that I love thee, in that I thus 
\ frankly diſcloſe ſuch Paſlages, as I would not 
have others be privy: to- 

After all, I declare I ſhould efteem my ſelf 
much more happy, might I exchange Pars + 
for Conſtantinople, and the moſt delicious 
Wines of Exrope, for the wholeſome Sherbers 
of Aſia. 

May Heaven fulfil my Defire, to ſee thee 
once again, with the Reſt of my Friends at 
the Serag/io.
